SIIXEPSHEAD BAY BACK TRACK, A u g . 
24.-—The Coney Island Jockey club 
track at Sheepshead Bay was never in 
better condition than today. The anual 
fall meeting ot the club is one of the 
features of the racing year, and with all 
its triumphs ot the past, this year 
promises to exceed them all. 
Today is 
the day of the great futurity race, when 
twenty-one two-year olds will struggle 
for the richest stakes in this country. 


The candidates for the futurity ap 
peared on the track this mornini; with 
the stable companions, but their work 
was done, and they were only taking 
gentle exercise to keep their muscles 
limber and their limbs in perfect con- 
dition for the great struggle that is to 
take place about half past four o'clock. 


Handspring is the choice of the ma- 
jority of the trainers at the track in 
spite of the fact that the betting men 
were in favor of Hastings. The former 
pin their faith upon the Dwyer colt 
because he has shown such consistent 
form since he began his winning career. 
His string of victories at the Sheeps- 
head Bay spring meeting was the chief 
reason for his following, and his sinfi[le 
defeat by Hastings was not taken into 
consideration as much as was expected. 
Hastings has won his three races, 
defeating Handspring one, and the 
confidence in the stable that he will 
win is great. 


The other Blementon entries. Merry 
Prince and Refugee, are 
doubtful, 
which will doubtless bring about a 
change of jockeys on some of the 
others at the last minute. 
Requital 
and Haslet are the best of the great 
string and the former is greatly thought 
of. He will have a large following 
when he goes to the post and in the 
betting he will not be far behind the 
others. 
Axiom is by no means an im- 
possibility and if Handspring should 
be carried ofif his feet by Hastings in 
the first quarter, Axiom may be there 
or thereabouts. 


Of the others which are entered, it is 
thought that sentiment is the sole ob- 
j e c t o f t h e starting with a possibility 
of a win by accident to the leaders. 


The'field is the best ever sent out for 
the great noe, and the day being a per- 
fect one for racing, it is thought that 
^ e attendance will be far greater 
at any other time during the history of 
the race. 


At 10 o'clock the trainers had all 
left the track and their charges were 
resting quietly in the stables, with a 
six hours' wait for the contest of the 
year. John Hyland, trainer of Requital 
and Hazlet and former trainer of Hast- 
ings, had a group of spectators around 
him listening to his remarks. 
There 
is no doubt but that he has a great 
liking for Hastings, and while he hopes 
to win with Requital, if he is beaten it 
would suit him better to have Hastings 
do it. He spoke of the race in which 
Hastings defeated Handspring as one 
of the fastest races he ever saw, as a 
dozen watches caught Hastings at the 
half mile in 46} seconds. 
If Hastings 
can do that again today it is a question 
whether any other contestant can live 
with him. 
Hyland declares that Re- 
quital has never been tried, as he has 
won all his races with but one excep- 
tion, and in that he got away twenty 
lengths behind Handspring and had 
not his stride, yet finished well up. 
With that race out of the question. 
Requital has an excellent chance. 


There was much talk about the west- 
em colt Nimrod later in the day, and 
it was argued that he must have a good 
chance for the owner to come so far 
and pay so much to send him to the 
post. Silver II had a good many fol- 
lowers among the rail-birds, who de- 
clared that he will make them all run 
to win. In fact, it is not a hard matter 
to find during the mornine a number 
of supporters for every horse in the 
race. It was conceded on all sides that 
never in the history of the race would 
the race be BO open and a possibility 
for a dczen horses, even though the 
favorites were only two in number, 
with good odds above the others. A 
fair estimate formed from conversation 
with leading trainers at the track 
makes Handspring the choice in the 
majority with Requital second, Hast- 
ings third and Hazlet, Axiom and the 
others following.

WAUSKON, Ohio, Aug, 24.—While 
drilling for water on a farm two miles 
north of this place, the tools suddenly 
tapped a gas vein of tremendous pres- 
sure last night. 
The gaa shot up with 
such fearful force that the drill was 
almopt thrown out of the well. The 
gas immediately caught fire and makes 
a roaring flame seventy-five feet high. 
All efforts to extinguish it or to shut 


oflF the gas have so far proven UDSUC- 
cessful. The country was lighted up 
for many miles around last night, lead- 
ing many to believe that a big confla- 
gration was in progress.

Mr. Christie's L.ife Was Threatened and 
His.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—The state de- 
partment is in receipt of information 
from our minister at Constantinople 
concerning the recent attack on the 
premises of Mr. Christie, at Tarsus, a 
brief report in regard to which had 
previously been communicated by the 
Turkish minister at this capital. Mr. 
Terrel's report and that of our consul 
at Beyrout puts a different aspect on 
the affair, which was more serious than 
it was at first believed to be. Mr. 
Christie's students and servants having 
been severely beaten and his own life 
threatened. 
Mr. Terrell's prompt ac- 
tion |in obtaining from the Forte in 
structions to the Vali of Beyrout to 
investigate and those found guilty will 
secure, it is confidently expected, im- 
mediate and full justice, as promised 
by Mavroyani Bey's communication. 
Our consul at Beyrout has also been 
ordered by the minister to proceed to 
Tarsus 
and investigate the matter 
himself.

Bestrnctive Fire at Air Une Junction, 
Near Toledo. 


TOLEDO, Ohio, Aug. 24.—Air Line 
unction, the western suburb of Toledo, 
early this morning, suffered from a fire 
which destroyed two small hotels and 
caused the loss of one life—Daniel Mc- 
Carty. aged thirty, a saw mill hand from 
White Haven, Mich. 
The fire broke 
out in the rear of the Air Line June 
tion hotel, a two-story frame. 
Patrol- 
man 01ms broke in the door and 
awakened the inmates. 
All escaped 
but McCarty, who was overcome by the 
smoke and taken out later quite dead. 
The body was badly burned about the 
lower extremities. The Central hotel 
was so badly damaged as to need re- 
building and Delehanty's barber shop 
was destroyed. 
The total loss, includ- 
ing buildings and furniture, is $6,000, 
covered by insurance.

WisHiKOTOir, Aug. 24.—Mr. Denby 
reports that on the 7th of July the 
Rev. D. Z. ShefiBeld, an old and 
highly respected American missionary,

was 
attacked 
by a

carpenter 
and his brother, and was severely 
cut 
with a knife. The two crim- 
inals were immediately arrested and are 
now in prison awaiting their trial.

Particulars of the Disaster on the 
China Seas. 


PORTLAND, Ore., Aug. 24.—The Alt- 
more, of the Portland-China line steam- 
ers, arrived here last night. 
Further 
particulars are brought by Capt. Wat- 
son concerning the terriffic typhoon 
encountered on July 23 and 24 by the 
Andivineda, the Lawson 
Hill and 
Orelia. 
The storm began on the morn- 
ing of the 23rd and lasted until the 
night of the 24th. 
Nearly every ship 
in the harbor of Moji was dragged from 
its fastenings and a great amount of 
damage was done along the coast. 
Nearly 100 trading junks were driven 
ashore and were wrecked and there was 
great loss of life. At 5 p. m. on the 
24th the typhoon had spent itself, the 
wind was dying away entirely, but 
leaving a dangerously high sea running. 
At 8 p. m. the wind rose again, chang- 
ing from east northeast to north north- 
west with terrific force, accompanied by 
fearful squalls and rain. At midnight 
the typhoon had subsided after which, 
said Capt. Watson, was one of the worst 
storms ever experienced in a life time 
on the China seas.

WANTS BACK PAY. 


F . M. Gliapmau Sues t h e County 
Commissioners for $11:85. 


They Reduced His Salary as Township 
Assessor From 81,300 to $1,100 and 
He Says They Had no Right to. 


Hon. Robert Lowry, aa attorney for 
the plantiff, has filed a petition in the 
circuit court asking that his client, 
Frank M. Chapman, may be given a 
judgment of $485 against the board of 
commissioners o( Allen county. 


In his complaint the plaintiff says 
that he was the assessor of Wayne 
township in this county and that on 
the 5th day of June, 1891, the commis. 
sioners fixed his salary as such assessor 
at $1,300 per year and paid him at that 
rate for two years, commencing on 
March 7, 1891, but thet on March 21, 
1893, they reduced his salary to $1,100 
per year and have since paid him at 
that rate. 


He says that by law the commis- 
sioners had no power to reduce hia 
salary during his term of office, and, as 
such action on their part was illegal, 
he sues them for $485, the difference, 
with interest, between the amount he 
should have been paid and the amount 
he received. 


The assessors previous to Mr. Chap- 
man's term of office only received $2 
per day, but the commissioners, by 
virtue of the power invested in them, 
raised the salary of the office when Mr. 
Chapman^ took it, on account of tne in- 
creased work connected with the per- 
formance of its duties. 
Mr. Chapman 
retired from the office a few weeks ago 
and was succeeded by Michael V. 
Walsh.

THE SHIP CANAL. 


Meeting^ B e t w e e n D r . 
Harris 
[and t h e Commercial Club. 


It a Feasabie Route Can Be Selected 
Fort Wayne Will Be Connected by 
Water With the I^akes. 


Dr. W. P. Harris, of Cincinnati, 
Ohio, who has made the survey for the 
proposed ship canal to connect the 
great lakes and also to run to Cincin- 
nati, connecting the lakes with the 
Ohio river, was in the city yesterday in 
the interest of his project. He has 
been giving his attention to this sub- 
ject for twelve years past, traveling 
over the territory lying between Lakes 
Michigan and Erie, looking for a feasi- 
ble route for the ship canal, which he 
felt sure would one day be built. He 
believes that Fort Wayne, by reason of 
its commercial importance as a city, 
ought to be on the route of the ship 
canal and he is endeavoring to deter- 
mine whether a suitable line could be 
chosen from the Blue lake, which is 
certain to be one of the points on the 
canal if it is built 


The doctor believes that the best 
route is from Michigan City, on Lake 
Michigan, down through the chain of 
lakes in Whitley county to Blue lake. 
From that point he found a depression 
in the level, lying along the course of 
Cedar creek to the St. Joe river, thence 
to Defiance, where it forms a junction 
with the proposed canal from Toledo 
to Cincinnati, and the object of his 
visit was to determine whether such 
route was feasible in the way of fur- 
nishing 
a 
sufficient 
supply 
of 
water 
to 
float 
a 
vessel in the 
canal. 
Some of the members of the 
club thought there would not be suffi- 
cient water supply for this purpose and 
were disposed to question tne position 
taken by the doctor that there was. 
However, it was resolved that a com- 
mittee should be appointed to make an 
examination of the ground between 
this point and Blue lake with a view to 
see whether there be a practical route 
leading directly by way of this city. 
The following gentlemen were appoint- 
ed as that committee: 
Mayor Oakley, 
Perry A. Randall and Hon. S. M. Fos- 
ter. 
This committee will at once ad- 
dress itself to the work and if possible 
have the matter in shape before the 
meeting at Cincinnati on the 30i,h of 
this month. 


The route, as at present surveyed, 
would run the canal about thirteen 
miles north of this city, but if it can be 
shown that a route from here to Blue 
Lake is feasabie, Fort Wayne will he 
put on the map which will be sent to 
congress, and in which body an appro 
priation for the building of the canal 
by the government will be asked. If 
Fort Wayne is not selected, the only 
way in which we can be given water 
connections with the lakes would he by 
constructing a branch canal, 
some 
thirteen miles long, to the main canal.

Sacramento draws its 
supply of electric power from a great 
dam in the American river, twenty-four 
miles away. 
And power developed at 
Niagara Falls will probably soon be 
traveling much greater distances than 
that. 
He would be a rash man who 
should attempt to predict what pro- 
gress electricity will still have made 
before the century ends.

The French competitive esbibition of 
horseless carriages set the fashion for 
othrjrnatious. A like exhibition, backed 
by the Chicago Times-Herald, will take 
place this November, The horseless car- 
riages will race between Chicago and 
Milwaukee. The prizes are divided into 
four, and altogether amouut to $5,000. 
The race will be one of the most inter- 
esting events of the autumn in this 
country. 
One objection to the new car- 
riage hitherto has been the weight and 
cost of it. The motor that generates the 
power must be carried inside the wagon. 
One of the models that will compete in 
the Chicago-Milwaukee race weighs 600 
pounds. It has bicycle tires and is pro- 
pelled by gasoline. A series of contin- 
uous small explosions of gasoline forms 
the driving power. Oue type of this car- 
riage seats two people and costs ^350. 
The exhibitions in France seem to favor 
petroleum as a motor. No entirely suc- 
cessful electrically propelled road wagon 
has been as yet devised. There will also 
be a competitive exhibition of horseless 
carriages in England during the present 
year.

These are reproduced by 
tho funnel shaped annunciator so the 
assembled friends may all hear, and 
according to Mr. Stillwell, the effect is 
serious and impressive.

The camel's foot is a soft cushion pe- 
culiarly well adapted to the stones and 
gravel over which it Is constantly walk- 
ing. During a single journey through 
the Sahara horses have worn out three 
sets of shoes, while the camel's feet are 
not even sore. 


The frog deposits its eggs in shallow 
water, where the warmth of the sun 
promotes speedy hatching.

RUN MAD ON RECORD MAKING. 


So Many Kinds of Records Ko One Can 
Keep Track of Tliem. 


"One reason why I feel no great con- 
cern for racing," said a cyclist recent- 
ly, "is that I am utterly unable to keep 
track of the records. 
Almost every day 
I read in the newspapers about some 
new lowering of the mark. The different 
kinds of records are so numerous as to 
be bewildering. 


"There are records for fractions of a 
mile aud for every unit up to 25, and 
for every five miles beyond; there are 
unpaced records, and tandem paced rec- 
ords, arid 'quad' paced records; records 
for a standing start and for a flying one; 
records in competition and out of it; 
class A records and class B records; road 
records and track records; club records, 
records at each track and over every 
course; state records and city records; 
records for the distance ridden in ten 
minutes, and so on up to six days; 
there are one legged records and one 
armed records, and finally I see a man 
has established a new record for riding 
a half mile backward.

COM IN ABUNDANCE. 


ENOUGH IN BUSHEL BASKETS TO CIR- 
CLE THE EARTH 27 TIMES. 


This Enormous Yield Will Act as a Ke- 
juvenatinir Force Throughout the Laud. 
Not Only the FBTiuers but All Classes 
to Be Heneilted. 


VERYBODY seems to 
be agreed that the corn 
crop of 1895 will be the 
biggest the United States 
has been blessed "with for many years, 
far exceeding anything since the crop of 
1891 and outmeasuring even that by 
about 300,000,000 bushels. 
According 
to the sharps who make estimates of 
crops, it would require 2,350,000,000 
bushel baskets to hold the enormous 
crop expected this year, while that of 
1891, though much more bountiful than 
any that had been harvested for a long 
time previously, 
amounted 
to only 
2,060,154,000 bushels. 
It may be that 
the reader fancies 'h® imderstands what 
these figures moan, but the chances are 
against it. Suppose that all the corn to 
be harvested in 1895 were put into 
bushel baskets, and then suppose the 
baskets were ranged in a straight row. 
Each basket would take up about 18 
inches, so that 3,520 baskets could be 
set along a lino a mile in length. 
It 
would then require a straight stretch of 
667,613 miles upon which to set all 
these bushel baskets in line. 
Possibly 
that looks like a big story, but you can 
prove it' for yourself by dividing the 
total number of bushels by the number 
of bushels that can bo set in a mile. 


Assuming that you have gone through 
this little arithmetical calculation and 
found my figures to be correct, you 
might next consider with mo where 
such a straight lino could be found. If 
it were started at the earth and run off 
into space it would reach a good deal 
more than twice as far as from hero to 
the moon, which is but 240,000 miles 
away, 
according to the astronomers. 
Of course the attempt to run the line 
into space would not work and obvi- 
ously it could not be laid out on the 
little ball which we inhabit and on 
which all this corn has been raised, for 
its circumference is only 24,000 miles, 
perhaps a little less. 
To simplify the 
calculation we will assume the distance 
to be just that. 
If a lot of men were 
set to work ranging the baskets in a 
row at the equator, where the earth's 
circumference is greatest, they would 
find, after they had so ranged 84,480,- 
000 of the baskets, that they had made 
a complete circuit of the globe. 
Then 
if they went on with the work, they 
could repeat this circuit 26 times, mak- 
ing 27 circles of bushels of com in all, 
and still have enough surplus baskets 
to reach 19,613 miles on the twenty- 
eighth circuit. 
As each row of baskets 
would be IS inches wide, the total 
width of the belt of bushels thus created 
would extend over 486 inches or 40)^ 
feet, where there were only 27 rows. 
Along the 19,613 miles, where there 
would be 28 rows, the belt would be 42 
feet wide. 
It will readily occur to the 
ingenious lover of figures that still other 
calculations might be made by which 
the magnitude of this enormous corn 
crop could be brought home to the mind 
of the reader. They need not be entered 
into here, though if any reader is de- 
sirous of exercising himself 
in this 
direction, the w^riter would suggest that 
a bushel of corn bo shelled by hand, the 
time required noted and the number of 
centuries it would take one man to shell 
this crop unaided by machinery. 
With- 
out having entered into the matter at 
all it seems qiftite likely to the writer 
that before the luckless individual who 
had undertaken this task had finished 
it, he would be of an age compared 
with which that of Methuselah would 
be youthful in the extreme. 


There are a number of other relations 
in which to consider this crop which 
require less tedious calculations. For 
instance, if the farmers receive on an 
average, either for th e corn or the pork 
or beef into which it is transformed, 
cash amounting to 30 cents a bushel, 
the total amount of money to bo turned 
over to them for this crop will yield the 
enormous sum of $705,000,000—that is, 
about $10 for each individual in the 
United States, reckoning the population

at 70,000,000. If there are five persons 
in each family, the sum received for the 
corn would amount to ^50 a family. 
Quite two-thirds as much money, or 
about 20 cents a bushel, will be spent 
for moving the crop from the farmer to 
the market This will amount to $470,- 
000,000, of which perhaps 30 per cent, 
or 1141,000,000, will be net profit This 
Vast sum would bo equal to a 5 per cent 
ilividend on a capital of $2,820,000,000. 
As a matter of fact, lunvevcr, it cannot 
oe treated as net profit bj- many of the 
.roads, but will have to bo used in many 
3ases to offset losses snstaijied during 


tho d( pressinn with whicli t!ie eonntry 
has been cursed during the last two or 
three years. Of coiu'se, tho corn crop 
eurnin.ns will lar^elN' help tu lift some 
roads (int !;f a comlition closely ap-

Thi.s means trips 
to Euroiie aud seasliore cottages fur 
some nioderate stockliolders and steam 
yachts aud marble palaces for some big 
ones. It also means salvation from utter 
ruin fur many whoiie huldiuss are Ufit 


of much eon.se(pienee in the financial 
world. 


F>nt tho meaning of tliis crop to the 
wage earners of tlie country is far more 
interesting. 
It is assumed tliat 70 per 
cent, or $:{29,000,000, of the $470,000,- 
000 used in moving the corn will be 
SM'allowed up in the actual cost of trans- 
portation. Reduet'd to the last analysis, 
most of this enormous sum will be paid 
in wages to trainbands, locomotive en- 
gineers, trackmen, switchmen, section 
bosses, aud so on. A large sum will 
also go for new cars, but most of tho 
cost of cars even is finally paid out in 
wages, and the same is true of the other 
large sum which will be paid out for 
coal to make steam to run tho engines. 


In other words, the great corn crop of 
1895 moans more work ana better 
wages to lumbermen, who cut the trees 
and saw them up into boai-ds and timbers 
for cars ; for men of all trades, including 
carpenters, painters, foundrymen, etc., 
who are employed in bui Iding cars, to 
miners of iron and miners of coal, to 
men who cut aud get out ties to keep 
the railroad tracks in order and to many 
other sorts of workmen, not counting 
those who make clothes and shoes and 
hats and furnish food aud other neces- 
saries and comforts of life to the han- 
dlers of the crop. 
In short, a great corn 
crop means increased prosperity for al- 
most every one of the inhabitants of 
that part of the United States located 
far enough north to be either in the 
corn producing belt or the territory 
through which run the railroads over 
which the abundant stream of golden 
kernels is transported from the west to 
the east. 


It would be difficult indeed to esti- 
mate the enormous benefit one such 
good crop confers upon the inhabitants 
of the United States. 
It means school- 
ing for many a farmer's studious son 
aud daughter, eager to improve a bright 
intelligence, but unable to do so unless 
there is money coming in, in compara-

tive abundance, for the crop which has 
been made during the summer. 
It 
means comfortable clothing for thou- 
sands and thousands who would other- 
wise go about shabbily clad. 
It means 
Other comforts for other thousands and 
luxuries aud the social amenities for 
many. 
In fact, it means an enormous 
forwai-d step for the whole country 
and is therefore one of the things for 
which the entire nation should be de- 
voutly thankful. 


Already the beneficent in^uence of 
this great growth of corn has begun to 
be felt by all concerned. 
True, its 
marketing has not yet begun, for it is 
yet some weeks before it will be har- 
vested, but it is easy for the farmer to 
get credit of all sorts when the dealers 
know that by and by he will have 
money in comparative plenty, and so, 
by the process of discounting good for- 
tune in advance for which Americans 
ai-e noted, the farmer has already begun 
to buy the things he needs. 


In order to be prepared to haul the 
crop when it is ready for transportation 
the railroad managers have begun to 
order cars and to put their roadbeds in 
better order. 
Warehouses and elevators 
are being put in shape, and as the farm- 
ers will by and by be buying largely of 
manufactured goods with the money 
they receive for the corn, factories and 
mills of various sorts are piling up 
stocks of merchandise which will be 
moved west in return for the corn and 
the pork and beef to be moved east. 
Wheels are now turning in many manu- 
facturing centers that would be idle 
were it not for this corn crop. Workmen 
are drawing wages who would other- 
wise be wondering whether times would 
ever improve again or not. Commercial 
travelers are starting out on their fall 
trips with brighter hopes for quick sales 
and good commissions than they have 
had for two or three years. 
Business 
men are getting ready to advertise as 
soon as the fall season of buying shall 
begin. In short, the lifeblood of pros- 
perity, which has been quickened and 
oxygenized by the phenomenal yield of 
corn, is beginning to pulsate everywhere. 


One feature which always attends the 
harvesting and transportation of a great 
crop is apt to escape the general ob- 
server, and that is that, while the pros- 
perity of the farmer in such cases de- 
pends upon the price of the corn, the 
prosperity of those who move and han- 
dle it is about tho same whether the 
luarket is high or low This is because, 
fegardle.ss of the price at which tho corn 
Is sold, the railroads charge a virtually 
uniform rate for transportation. 
Inter- 
esting just hero may be the prices at 
which corn has been held for the past i 
four years on Dec. 1, by which time the 
new crop is well in course of delivery: 
In 1891 cash corn in New York was 
worth 75 cents on that date; in 1S92, 51 
cents; in 1893, 
cents; in 1894, 58 
cents.

The man who will act 
as its chief is Professor 1. Garland Penn 
of Petersburg, Va. He is still young, 
being only 28, aud is an interesting rep- 
resentative of the best negro type of to- 
day. 


For some years, as superintendent of 
the colored schools of Petersburg, he 
has demonstrated this right to be con- 
sidered a broad and cultivated educator, 
having shown correct appreciation of 
the educational problem as it now con-

The Negro building will undoubtedly 
be one of the most interesting of the 13 
principal structures on the exposition 
grounds.

$13,000. 
An interesting and artistic 
feature is the pediment over the door of 
the main entrance, consisting of a has 
relief in stafl:', showing in strong con- 
trast the condition of the southern ne- 
gro in 1895 and in 1865. 
On the one 
side is the figure of an recently emanci- 
pated negro, with his crude plow and 
his cabin of one room, while on the oth- 
er are shown the face and figure of 
Frederick Douglass, a fine modern resi- 
dence and other suggestions as to what 
progress has been made under freedom. 
To the credit of tho negroes it should 
also be stated that, in addition to doing 
all the work of construction upon this 
building, they have helped to build 
both the Government and Transporta- 
tion buildings, and it is stated by one 
of tho commissioners that quite one- 
third of tho labor, both skilled and un- 
skilled, employed in constructing the 
Atlanta exposition buildings has been 
furnished by colored men. 


Thoso who from tiino to time have 
taken note of tho applications for space 
in tho Negro building as.sert that the 
nature of its contents will furnish some 
of tho most genuine surprises of the en- 
tiro exposition. It has been Professor 
Penn's aim to bring out those thiugs 
which would best represent the results 
of negro education and industrial appli- 
cation, and the articles shown will in- 
clude furniture, wagon.s, carriages, man- 
tels, pressed brick aud terra cotta, tin 
work, machinery, bookmaking, model 
house building, shipbuilding and so on. 
The agricultural exhibit will show what 
wonderful progress has been made by 
the negroes in scientilic f:u-miug. There 
will be .school exhibits that would not 
discredit the schools of any race. There 
will be exhibits of paintings which 
show true artistic feeling and facility of 
execution. There will be exqui.site nee- 
dle and lace work done by colored wom- 
en. There will bo an exhaustive exhibit 
of what the negro has done in litera- 
ture, book printing and manufacturing, 
map and chart making, magazine and 
uewspaper production and so on. 


Every effort will bo made not only to 
give the negro esliibit ion a good chance, 
but to make it pleasant and agreeable 
for all northern negroes who desire to 
visit the rxi.ositlon, and special induce- 
ments are being made to negro exhibit- 
ors north <ii; well as south. It is firmly 
oelieved by (he proniotors of the negro 
department that 
this exhibition will 
mark the beginning of a new era for

His liiberal Views Have Created a Sensa- 
tion In the Roman Catholic Chturcb. 
Rev. Dr. J. A. Zahm, professor of 
physical science at Notre Dame univer- 
sity, Indiana, has 
long been noted 
for his extreme 
liberalism on the 
relations of sci- 
ence to the teach- 
ings of the Ro- 
man 
C a t h o l i c 
church, but his 
recent lectures on 
evolution at the 
Catholic summer 
school in Platts- 
burg created 
a 
decided sensation 
by reason by the 
novel 
and un- 
orthodox 
opin- 
Conservatives 
are 
breathing hints of heresy, and rumors 
of a possible church trial are freely cir- 
culated. 
The doctor and his friends, 
however, profess to fear no such result. 
The following portion of the doctor's 
lecture is one to which exception has 
been taken : 


"The evolution of the body of man 
from some inferior animal and the sub- 
sequent endowment in this body by God 
of a rational soul is antagonistic to no 
dogma of faith and may be shown to 
be in harmony with the teachings of St. 
Thomas. 
The theory may encotmter 
certain grave difiScuities in the domains 
of metaphysics and Biblical exegesis, 
but I do not think that such difiiculties 
ai'O insuperable. At all events, whatever 
one may be di.siDOsed to think of the 
theory, it is well always to bear in mind 
that it has never been condemned by the 
church, although it has been publicly 
discussed and defended for full five and 
twenty years. " 


Father Zahm's degree of doctor was 
lately conferred upon him by the pope, 
proprio motu, imd it is au interesting 
fact that the only other scientist upon 
whom this honor has been conferred 
from tho Vatican is St. George Mivart, 
whose excursion into forbidden fields of 
belief and its sequel of reprimand and 
recantation are well remembered. It is 
asked by not a few whether such a fate 
is not in store for Dr. Zahm. 


Dr. Zahm was born of German and 
Irish parentage at New Lexington, O., 
in 1841. In 1871 ho was graduated at 
tho Notre Dame university and soon 
afterward entered the Congregation of 
the Holy Cross, which was founded at 
Notre Dame 50 years ago by tho cele- 
brated Father Sorin. For a quarter of a 
centuiy Dr. Zahm has been profe.ssor of 
physics in the faculty of his alma mater. 
During that time he has traveled wide- 
ly and has contributed largely to scien- 
tific and religious periodicals. 
He was 
the first American to be elected a mem- 
ber of the Société Française do Phy- 
sique.

She Is Enraptured With Coronado and 
Monterey and Writes Entertainingly of 
the Attractions of the Locality—A Good 
Place For HoJieymoons.

MONTEREY, Cal., Aug. 
14.—Twin 
Bhining jewels set in fair California's 
crown—Coronado and Del Monte. 


Every one whom you meet in this 
country directly asks you: "Have you 
been to Coronado? Have you been to 
Monterey? Which do you think the more 
beautiful?" Now that I have seen both 
I would say that they cannot be com- 
pared any more than two lovely women 
«hould be. 
Each has its individual and 
distinctive charm. 
Furthermore, these 
two famous Pacific coast resorts cannot 
be compared to those of the Atlantic, 
except in one way. 
Thei-e is not at any 
eastern resort I have ever visited—Bar 
Harbor, 
Newport, 
Saratoga, 
Long 
Branch—a single hotel that for charm 
of location, architectural beauty or per- 
fection of system can surpass either the 
Del Coronado or the Del Monte. 


San Dieg^o County. 


Coronado Beach is in San Diego coun- 
ty, the most southerly of the state, 
which extends back from the Pacific 
ocean to tho vast Colorado river, and 
whose elevation ranges from 250 below 
to 10,000 feet above sea level, thus af- 
fording eveiy grade of climate and soil. 


There are three distinct belts in this 
county, beginuing at the coast and ex- 
tending back into the desert region. 
Frbm the coast line, 75 miles in length, 
back to the hill country, a distance of 
30 or 40 miles, are low valleys, with 
intervening mesas and hills, where the 
ocean breezes play and citrus fruits are 
raised. 
Then comes the mountainous 
belt, where minerals are found and de- 
ciduous fruits are grown. 
The climate 
here is bracing aud health giving, with 
an occasional flurry of snow in winter. 
The third division is the desert. In this 
countv are wonderful irrigation svstems 


the sun gladdens wftli its soft splendor, 
the breeze steals gently from the bay, 
and, the ruins of San Diego are covered 
with myrtle and roses. 


Monterey is the oldest town in Cali- 
fornia. Think of it! It was founded 174 
years before the signing of the Decla- 
ration of Independence. 
Shakespeare 
had not completed his plays when the 
first Spanish flag floated over this little 
seaport town. 
Today it is a curious 
jumbling of the old and the new. Elec- 
tric cars pass before quaint, tottering 
and ruined 'dobes, the old mission is 
smattered with modern paint and gin- 
gerbread work, but even the vandal 
hand of progress has not succeeded in 
altogether sweeping away the delight- 
fully drow.sy old world atmosphere of 
the place. Here one discovers Fremont's 
headquarters in a quite well preserved 
two story 'dobe, aud here is the pictur- 
esque custom house, with its tall flag- 
staif, from which Commodore Jones in 
1842 hauled down the Mexican colors 
and rim up the stars and stripes in its 
stead. 


Perhaps the most interesting feature 
of the town is the lovely old Spanish 
señorita v/ho, local history claims, was 
the girlish sweetheart of General Sher- 
man. 
Sho live.s alone in the daintiest, 
sweetest, whitest of 'dobes, with a mar- 
velous rose garden, the chief attraction 
of which is an enormous Gold of Ophir 
rose vine trellised over a great arbor be- 
fore her door. If you knock at tho se- 
norita's door, she receives you with a 
.sweet cordiality and serious serenity; 
she shows you into a tiny parlor as im- 
maculate as a sanctuary; she brings 
you fruit—pears, peaches, plums—from 
her garden; she shows you the exquisite 
Mexican di-awn work, the sale of which 
constitutes a part of her small income, 
and when you depart she cuts a great 
bunch of golden roses from the famous 
tree which 
tradition says 
Tecumseh 
Sherman brought from Santa Barbara 
and planted before his sweetheart's door. 


From Old to New. 


Del Monte, with all its glory, elbows 
old Monterey. 
It is but a short walk 
from this leaf torn from the past to this

Imagine a

The great Sweetwater system-cost $1,- 
000,000, and the reservoir has a capac- 
ity of 6,000,000,000 gallons, suflicieut 
to irrigate 50,000 acres of land. This is 
the land of tho lemon and orange. In 
the neighborhood of the great sapphire 
bay of San Diego there are 150,000 
acres of frostless lemon land. It is a 
land flowing with honey, and redolent 
with perfumes, and gorgeous with color- 
ing. To the weary tom-ist, worn and 
dusty from the terrible alkali deserts, 
the sight of the noble blue Pacific with 
its long line of tumbling breakers, the 
glimpses of orange and lemon groves, 
the gardens, the gay winter villas, form 
an ensemble like a flashlight peep into 
fairyland. And when one aiTive.s at 
Coronado Beach, where all the beauties 
and attractions are concentrated and 
sublimated and apotheosized, one fancies 
he has rubbed Aladdin's lamp indeed. 


San Diego itself is a dreamy city of 
Mediterranean color aud atmosphere. It 
dips down to the edge of the marvelous- 
ly beautiful bay of its own name. The 
wide stretching mouutains guard one 
side ; on the other rolls the ocean, and 
running far out into its restless billows 
lies a crescent shaped peninsula—fair 
Coronado Beach. 


Here, in a wilderness of palms, huge 
cactuses and tropical flowers and plants, 
with the ever booming, thundei'iug surf 
rolling to its very doors, stimds the mag- 
nificent Del Coronado. It is built in 
Spanish fashion round a patio, or quad- 
rangular court, more than an acre in 
extent. One of the features of the place 
is a glass covered veranda facing the 
west and commanding a view of the 
ocean and the peaks of the Coronado is- 
lands. Here you may sit and dream and 
drive all yom- phantoms back into their 
graves. Care and worry aud regret take 
wings and fly away, and the unfathom- 
able sea breaks at your feet and sends 
its foam up to kiss your tired eyes. 


Xia J nana. 


Fifteen miles to the south lies old 
Mexico. The little village of Tia Juaua, 
which in plain Yankee means "Aunt 
Jane," is always an attraction to tour- 
ists. After the short railroad ride comes 
a walk or drive, and one is soon sur- 
rounded with Mexican curios and sol- 
diers. 
Then there is the beautiful drive 
to Oldtown and up the Mission valley. 
Here are tho ruins of the oldest mission 
in California, founded in 1769, and of 
the old presidio, where a military force 
tf 70 soldiers with few arms aud cannon 
were quiu-tered for the protection of the 
pueblo against Indian uprisings. 


Here, too, is the long, low, ruined 
adobe in which the gentle Kamona, the 
heroine of Helen Hunt's novel, is said 
to have lived while waiting her wed- 
ding diiy, and also tho tiny chapel where 
Father Gaspai-a, tho 
fighting 
priest, 
united her to Abessandro. 
Beside this 
chapel, la;died to a huge beam, hang the 
great bells of tho old nii.s.Hion. 
Strike 
them, and they ring as sweet aud true 
as when Father 
Junipero Serra 
first 
bles.-ed them. 
Old San Diego is pic- 
turesque even in its ruin and decay. 
Even in its tumbledown, out at elbows, 
poverty stricken condition it yet has a 
pathos and a dignity which <-onimand 
your sympathy and respect. 
Forlorn, 
dismantled, a dying thing, fit symbol 
of a r;ice fast pi-i.-^sing av\"ay from before 
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filled with royal 
pines and tropical 
palms. To the tops of many of the 
loftiest trees climbs and winds the Eng- 
lish ivy, making in effect huge tower- 
ing obelisks of the sleek, shining leafed 
vine. Then throw in all the rare flower- 
ing plants of countries south of the 
equator—of 
South America and the 
Cape of Good Hope, of Australia, of all 
the faraway countries and islands under 
the Southern Cross—add an inextricable 
maze of roses, 
geraniums, 
fuchsias, 
heliotrope, 
pansies, trees and shrubs 
from every state in the Union, foun- 
tains, lakes, bowers, velvet lawns and 
sweeping walks and drives—even then 
the imagination cannot conceive the per- 
fection of Del Monte. 


A Fine Drive. 


But the attractions par excellence of 
Del Monte are the 17 mile drive through 
this park; the adjoining forests; the 
world famous cypress groves, where in 
these somber, mysterious, wide spread- 
ing trees you behold, according to sci- 
entists, the oldest trees on the globe 
next to the cedars of Lebanon; along 
the beach where the surf plays the mad- 
dest and merriest of pranks over the 
piles of loosely heaped up rocks; on the 
very edge of lofty cliffs lashed by the 
fm-ious and noisy ocean; through the 
quaint' Chinese fishing villages, where 
the almond eyed people offer shells, sea- 
weed and sea urchins for sale; past the 
great rocks where hundreds of seals 
slumber and bark in turn; past open 
fields 
dotted with 
pretty 
cottages; 
through canyons as winding as a laby- 
rinth. Ever sound the boom of the surf 
and the sighing of the pines. 
Flowers, 
flowers 
in all directions. 
Trees meet 
above you. The air, this wonderful, this 
languorous, caressing, 
seductive air, 
wooes you. It is enough to be alive. 


It is all over too soon. 
Down the 
white road toward the blue bay you go. 
Far, 
vague and dim the mouutains 
swim. 
Yonder lies that enchanted gar- 
den of Del Monte. Far away gleam the 
terraces and houses of Santa Cruz, and 
on that emerald hill yonder, near the 
crumbling fortifications of the old pre- 
sidio, rises the noble mouument erected 
by Mrs. L'eland Stanford to the memory 
of Father Junipero Serra. 
Clear and 
white it glitters in the rays of the July 
noontide sun, a beacon, a worthy sym- 
bol, of tho glorious, the historic past. 


And thus in this lovely Mediterranean 
regiou of the great west the old and the 
now are mingled. 
Associations and 
memories are intwined with the influ- 
ences and environments of today. In old 
Monterey and in new Del Monte the past 
and the present have met and have kissed 
each other.

5. "And Joshua said unto tlie people, 
Pauctify yoursolvcs, for tomorrow tlio Lord 
will do wonders among you." Moses died, 
and his body was buried. 
Joshua suc- 
ceeded him, and having led the pooplo to 
the river Jordan they uro now about to 
pass over into the heart of the land of 
l>romise, but how? for it was harvest time, 
and .Tordan overilowod his banks (vorso 
15). 
WIu'u the Lord loads His peoiilo into 
a difficulty, it is that He may show His 
jiower and be filorifiod in them. 
Tlio one 
thing for tlio people is to sanct ify fchem- 
selve-s, or ])ut away every semblauco of 
evil, as ou the night wlion they came otit 
of Eg^'pt they put away all Iciiven out of 
their houses. 


6. "Take up the ark of the covenant and 
pass over before the people." 
The iurk is 
mentioned ton times in this chapter. 
It 
was the symbol of His pre.senco, and His 
presence was everything. Instead of jour- 
neying in the midst of them, as ordinarily, 
it now went ahead of them, and there was 
to bo abotit half a mile between it and 
them, that they might know the way to 
go, for "they had not passed 
this way 
heretofore" (verso 4). 
We must take care 
to follow Jesus closely and fully, for it 
may truly bo said of each day, '' Ye have 
not passed this way heretofore." 


7. "That all Israel may know that as I 
was with Moses so I will bo with theo." 
Tliereforo He would magnify Joshua and 
Ho did (chapter iv, 14), and Joshua, was 
honored because of God with him. 
It was 
God that was magniiied, but Joshua was 
the chosen earthen vessel. The same thing 
was seen in Gal. i, IG, i24, when in Paul 
Christ was revealed, and God was glori- 
fied. 
Paul's ambition was that 
Chri.<5t 
should bo magnified in His body whether 
by life or by death (Phil, i, 20). 


8. "Stand still in Jordan." 
The priests 
bearing the ark wore to step into the water 
ere it would divide (versos 13, 16), not 
as at the Red sea when the waters divided 
ere the pooplo came close to them. 
Ho 
guides us often one step at a time, and we 
must take one step ere wo see tho next 
one, and sometimes we must step right 
into 
the waters. 
"When 
thou passest 
through the waters, I will be with theo." 


9. '' Come liither, and hear tho words of 
the Lord your God." 
This is the great 
and fundamental thing—to hear what God 
has spoken. 
Whatever mouth or hand tho 
Lord may use, it is God Himself who 
speaks and works. 
It was so in Christ 
(John siv, 10); it was so in the prophets 
(Heb. i, 1, 2; II Pet. i, 21); it will bo so 
still in eveiy vessel that is wholly His 
(Math. X, 20; Phil, ii, 13). 


10. "The living God is among you, and 
He will without fail drive out from before 
you the Canaanites," etc. 
All other na- 
tions worshiped idols, the works of men's 
hands, but the peculiarity of Israel was 
that their Lord was the true God, the liv- 
ing God, tho King of eternity (Jer. x, 10). 
The dividing of Jordan and evei^- other 
mighty work of God in Israel was that 
Israel first and then all the people of tho 
earth might know the hand of the Lord, 
that it is mighty, and fear the Lord God 
forever (chapter iv, 24). 


11. "Behold the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord of all the earth passeth over be- 
fore you into Jordan." I think this is the 
first time that in connection with tho ark 
the Lord is called "the Lord of aU the 
earth." 
But He is frequently called by 
this name as we go on in the book (Ps. 
Ixxvii, 5; Isa. liv, 5; Mic. iv, 13; 
Zech. 
iv, 14; vi, 5). 
m Gen. xiv, 19, 22, Ho is 
the ' '/Most High God, possessor of heaven 
and earth." 
His purposes of grace are 
worldwide, and 
they are worldwide in 
connection with Israel, for see Isa. xxvii, 
6; Num. xiv, 20, 21. 


12. "Now, therefore, take you 12 men 
out of the tribes of Israel, out of every 
tribe a man." 
The story of these 12 men 
is found in the- first nine verses of the 
nest chapter. 
Their commission was to 
take each man a stone out of the midst of 
Jordan and set them up in the first resting 
place in the land. 
This they did at Gil- 
gal, and Joshua also set up 12 stones in 
tho midst of Jordan, where the feet of the 
priests stood (chapter iv, 9, 20). 
The 12 
under the waters of Jordan and tho 12 at 
Gilgal are very suggestive of our union 
with Christ in death and resurrection. Old 
things passed away; all things become 
new (H Cor. v, 17). 


18. " I t shall come to pass." 
This verse 
gives tho promise and assurance. The next 
three give the fulfillment. 
To make the 
promise as real as possible we must imag- 
ine ourselves on the margin of a rushing 
river in the time of a freshet, and as we 
gaze upon the mighty waters one among 
UB says that as soon as the feet of certain 
men, duly appointed, shall touch the wa- 
ters the river will divide, the upper waters 
piling up in a heap and the rest flowing 
away, leaving the bed of the river dry. 
Could you believe a word like that? 


14-16. "And it came to pass." 
What 
God says is as good as done, for "the Lord 
of Hosts hath sworn, saying, Surely as I 
have thought, so shall it come to pass, arid 
as I have purposed, so shall it stand" (Isa. 
xiv, 24). 
And see Jer. xxxii, 17, in refer- 
ence to nothing being too hard or wonder- 
ful for the Lord. 
It came to pass exactly 
as the Lord said it would, and the peopie 
passed over right against Jericho. 
The 
people of Jericho had heard how the Lord 
had divided the Red sea for Israel (chapter 
ii, 10), but now they saw for themselves 
the mighty power of the God of Jacob. 
Yet Rahab and her house were the only 
ones who profited by the lesson. Some peo- 
ple talk about the laws of nature as if God 
bound Himself always to be subject to and 
work only under control of these laws. 
But by what law will a river cease to flow 
and pile its waters up in a heap and stay 
so for a time? 
Instead of laws let us con- 
sider Him who controls and is superior to 
all laws; who does as He pleases in heav- 
en, earth and sea (Ps. cxxxv, G), and has 
perfect control of fire, air, earth and sea. 
Say Lord control me, too, for Thy glory. 


17. "The priests that bear the ark of 
the covenant of the Lord stood firm ou 
dry ground in the midst of Jordan." They 
did this until all were clean passed over, 
and evei-ything was finished that the Lord 
had said (iv, 10, li). Even if tiiey march- 
ed a luindred abreiist there wottld be over 
five mihis of them to pass over, and oven 
though they hasted (iv, 10) it would take 
many hours. 
Observe the words, "Until 
everything was finished," and compare the 
double, "Not one thing hath /ailed," of 
chiipter xxiii, 14. 
Our High Priest will 
finish 
all that concerns tis, and not one 
thing can fail of all that He has spoken. 
Jordan was twice divided alter tliis (II 
Kings ii, 8, 14), and the Lord did for two 
men, and for one man, what He had done 
for a nation. Be not afraid. Only believe.

They come from 
more than half the states in the Union, 
representing a.s professors or students 
all the leading universities. 


From the beginning tho school has 
been divided into three departments— 
economics, ethics aud tho history of re- 
ligions. This year a department of edu- 
cation luis been added, under the direc- 
tion of a comujittee made up of leading 
educators.

belief is presented, and the themes em- 
brace a wide range of 
research 
and 
learning. 


With 
the scholastic 
elements 
are 
mingled tho associations of old Plym- 
outh, with its historic rock; the Pil- 
grim monument and the relics of the 
sturdy forefathers. There are still many 
of the descendants of the original Pil- 
grims liviug at Plymouth, and a num- 
ber of the quaint old seventeenth aud 
eighteenth century houses remain, while 
in Pilgrim hall are found many inter- 
esting relics of the earlj' settlers, among 
them Peregrine White's cradle, Miles 
Standish's sword, J o h n A l d e n ' s Bible, 
the original patent granted the Pilgrims

England. Her maiden name was Nancy 
Fish, and her father, John Fish, was a 
w a r m friend of B a m u m . 
It was while 
traveling in this country in 1874 that 
she met and married the famous show- 
man. 


Mr. and Mrs. Barnum lived happily 
together at the magnificent estate of the 
family in Bridgeport, Conn. 
Tho wife 
was very happy v>nth her husband, and 
he was exceedingly fond of her and 
proud of her wit and accomplishments. 
She is a 
fluent 
writer aud an accom- 
plished musician and is given to the 
collection of bric-a-brac aud works of 
art. 


Upon her husband's death, on April 
7, 1891, at the age of 81 years, Mrs. 
Barnum found herself heir to a large 
property, estimated at ijil,200,000, 
iu 
addition to which 
there was a specific 
annuity of -$40,000. 
She obtained 
her 
rights only after a contest, which was 
settled amicably in 
1894. 
Since Mr. 
Barnum's death she has lived nmch of 
the time abroad and now 
announces 
that she will permanently abandon her 
American resideiice. 


Thus the wealth the genial showmau 
acquired by his iavorite diversion of

people" 
will go to enrich the isles of Greece.

CONCERNING MILLET. 


Popular Varieties Described—The Value ol 


Slillet F o r Fodder—I'asture and Seed. 
The number of species known as mil- 
let is very large and includes nearly all 
the grasses whoso grain is used for hu- 
man food, with the exception of 
wheat, 
rye, oats, barley and rice. 
Indian corn 
is known as millet in India, and some- 
times in France. Tho use of the millets 
in the United States is almost wholly as 
a fodder for cattle and horses, tho gen- 
eral cultivation of Indian corn prevent- 
ing their use to any considerable extent 
as a grain crop. 
In many parts of 
the 
old world, however, the 
millets 
are 
grown especially for their seed. The sev- 
eral kinds of millet are becoming ap- 
parently more and more restricted to the 
section of the country to which they are 
best adapted. Hungarian grass has now

for many years been most popular at the 
east, where the seasons are short and 
the droughts not unusually severe. Com- 
mon millet is usually preferred in the 
west and north,' as it stands 
di-ought 
well and requires only a shott season. 
German millet is still popular over a 
wide area, but is best appreciat;ed and 
most exclusively grown at tho south. 


The amount of seed to the acre should 
range w i t h the variety, conditicoi 
and 
character of the soil, climate and the 
purpose for which the millets is own. In 
seeding for hay, if too little is used the 
fodder will bo coarse and impalatable. 
If too much seed is used, the crop w i l l 
be small and fail to matiu-e. 
A moist, 
fertile soil will beaa: heavier 
seeding 
than a poor, dry one. 
If seed instead of. 
fodder is wanted, less seed should be 
sowu. For that purpose,especially where 
the soil is poor or weetly, better results 
are obtained by sowing the orop in drills 
and cultivating it. 
The amount recom- 
mended to be sown i)er a«re of Hungari- 
an and common millet varies f r o m one 
peck to one bushel, aud both these limits 
are sometimes exceeded. 
Three pecks 
per acre was the standai'd adopted tho 
past season in seeding for hay at the 
Micliigau station, but as tho season was 
very dry tho amount proved too large. 


T o meet the need of pasttcre during 
J u l y and August, when the 
ordinary 
pastures fail from drought, millet 
is 
sometimes sown. It answers fairly well 
for the p a p ó s e , t h o i ^ h if pastured very 
closely it lasts but a short time, as it 
does not form a turf. 
The best variety 
for this purpose is probably Himgarian, 
although common millet appeai-s to an- 
swer nearly as well. 


From a bulletin by A. A. Crozier of 
the Michigan station on millet it seems 
that common millet was tho first millet 
to have been generally grown in tho 
Uiiited States, and it is now more wide- 
ly cultivated than any other v a r i e t y a n d 
is less variable in its character. 


Hungarian millet first came into gen- 
eral notice in Iowa under the 
name 
Hungarian gra ss. In the new prairie soil 
of thowe.st this grass found a congenial 
homo and was often the fij-st crop sown 
upon breaking the sod. Hungarian grass 
has been frequently advertised as a va- 
riety particularly adapted to withstand 
drought, but in tests made at tho Mich- 
igan station, as compared w i t h the or- 
dinary American millets, the 
Hunga- 
rian was tho first to show the effects of 
the drought. 
According to tho authority 


EKOOM coax MILLET, 
quoted, as a crop for hay German millet 
deserves it.s present pupulariiy. 
It i.i 
later than Iluugarian and much 
later 
than common millets. 


Broom corn millet is ono of tho few 
cultivated plants whose use antechites 
recorded historj*. 
Its cultivation in tho 
United States is now pvobably more ex- 
tended than at :iijy previous time, but 
only in tlie northwest, where 
(h-ought 
aud short season prevent the profitable 
cultivation of Indian corn, does it form 
an important crop. In that; region, with- 
in tho past few years, its eailttire has e s 
tended quite rapi<l]y, and it is proving,' 
to be valuable, not only for its fod.ler. 
but als(3 for tho seod-s. 
It has received 
iu that part of tho eouutry several loral 
names, such as North 
Dakota miiier, 
Manitoba millet aud iCog millet. 
Out- 
side of this region tho ctxltivatiou of 
this specie.s in the Uuited States is of 
little importauce.

IRRIGATING THROUGH DRAINTILES. 


Beport of Experiments Conducted on the 
Wisconsin Station Farm. 


Professor King's report of an experi- 
ment in subirrigation suggests 
many 
possibilities for farmers located near a 
stream or pond. 
In the experiment ho 
records by means of a force pump, water 
was driven back into a system of 
tile 
drains, thus watering the land upward 
and laterally by percolation aud capil- 
larity. 
On the station farm is a field of 
five acres with a system of tiling measur- 
ing 7,022 feet in length. These tiles are 
laid about four feet deep in sand, below 
three feet of clay subsoil. This drainage 
system terminates at a small lake. 
In 
order to study tho efi:'ect of 
subirriga- 
tion, as well as the movement of water 
through the soil, it was determined to 
force water from the lake back into the 
tiles in the belief that under this pres- 
sure the water would rise through the 
soil so as to benefit crops growing on it. 
Accordingly a 6 inch steam pipe IG 
feet long was placed at the lake as the 
outlet of the drainage system, and to 
this was connected a small p u m p ca- 
pable of raising about 100 gallons per 
minute. 
In four days' pumping 99,089 
•cubic feet of water were forced into the 
tiles. 
This would have covered the sur- 
face with Vr'ater about five inches deep. 
The " w a t e r level" in the soil was raised 
all over the field, and iu some cases the 
surface itself was saturated. 


In the meantime crops were growing 
on the field, and compai-isous were made 
of their yield with similar crops grown 
alongside, which were forced to depend 
on rainfall or the natural water stored 
Tip iu tho soil. 
It was found that the 
yield of corn on the land into which 
water was forced through the tiles Was 
f r o m 50 to 90 per cent greater than on 
land where no water was added. In the 
case of potatoes the increase in yield due 
to this subirrigatiou was 35 per cent. 


Among other important points devel- 
oped from these trials was tho one that 
ample water permits of a closer stand, 
both of corn and potatoes, aud conse- 
quently a larger yield. 
It was found 
that plants directly over the tiles made 
a better development than those half 
way between. This last appears to illus- 
trate) one defect iu subirrigation—name- 
ly, the difiiculty in forcing tho water 
all over the soils, but if less efi;ective 
than surface irrigation it is also le.ss 
expeusive and 
would 
doubtless save 
m a n y crops if used at tho proper time. 


Kepairin;; Fences. 


I n many pastures there ai-e places 
where, on accouut of wet soil, the fence 
stakes rot off quickly, and with the cou- 
stimt " h e a v i n g " 
of 
tho 
gi'ouud the 
boards do not remain long upon the

stakes. 
The New York Tribune illus- 
trates a plan by which such spots in a 
fence can bo substantially repaired. The 
crosspieco and tho braces iixe narrow 
boards, put on iu such a way that they 
not only keep tho fence firmly braced in 
an upright position—even though the 
stakes bo rotted oft" at tho surface of the 
ground—but serve also the pm-pose of 
holding each boai'd in place, even though 
it be not nailed. These strips are quick- 
ly nailed into position, aud will prove 
very satisfactory, but where water is 
inclined to stand along tho lino of a 
boundary, it is well to plow a deep fur- 
row alongside tlio fence, rtmning 
the 
furrow off at freqtient intervals to lower 
ground to socuro drainage. 
It is almost 
impossible to keep a fenco from rotting, 
or to keep it upright, except by tho uso 
of 
Eomo such device as that shown iu 
the cut. where water stands in and upon 
the ground for a considerable portion of 
the year. 


American Flax For Fiber. 


Flax is grown for tho seed from Ohio 
to tho Daiiotas, although as yet 
little 
attention is paid to the 
fiber. 
At the 
Minnesota station Fargo flax has proved 
an especially good yielder of seed aud 
ol fiber as vrell, aud tho variety is being 
used as a basis for selection and cross- 
ing. 
White blossomed Dutch flax docs 
not do well iu tho rather dry American 
climate. 
It has been thought necessary 
to use 
flaxseed 
imported from liitssia 
for growing 
fiber. 
Tho experiments of 
Professor Hays indicate, however, that 
tho states west of the great lakes aro 
quite as good a source of 
flaxseed 
for 
America, and possibly for the j^rowers of 
flax fiber in western Europe, as is Rus- 
sia. 
American Agriculturist thinks it 
noteworthy thac this flax is grown on 
wheat land aud would replace that sta- 
ple to some extent.

"Israel in Egypt," and you can not ex- 
pect God to spoil the architecture and 
music of His own world. 
How, then, 
are we to be made willing to leave? 
Here is where trouble comes in. 


After a man has had a good deal of 
trouble, he says: 
"Well, I am ready 
to go. 
If there is a house somewhere 
•whose roof doesn't leak, I would like 
to live there. 
If there is an atmos- 
phere somewhere that does not dis- 
tress the lungs, I would like to breathe 
it. 
If there is a society somewhere 
where there is no tittle-tattle, I would 
like to live there. 
If there is a home 
circle somewhere where I can find my 
lost.friends, I would like to go there." 
He used to read the first part of the 
Bible chiefly, now he reads the last 
part of the Bible chiefly. 
"Why has 
he changed Genesis for 
Revelation? 
Ah! 
he used to be anxious chiefly 
to 
know 
how 
this 
world 
was 
made, 
and /all 
about 
the 
geo- 
logical 
construction. 
Now 
he 
is 
chiefly anxious to know how the next 
world was made, and how it looks, and 
who live there, and how they dress. 
'He reads Revelation ten times now 
where 
he reads Genesis once. 
The 
old story: 
"In the beginning God 
created the heavens and the earth," 
does not thrill him half as much as 
"the other story: 
"I saw a new Heaven 
and a new earth." The old man's hand 
trembles as he turns over this apoca- 
lyptic leaf, and he has to take out his 
handkerchief to wipe his spectacles. 
iThat book of Revelation is a prospect- 
us now of the country into which he 
Is soon to emigrate; 
the country in 
,which he has lots already laid out, 
and avenues opened, and 
mansions 
built. 


' - Yet there are people here to whom 
this world is brighter than Heaven. 
Well, dear, souls, I do not blame you. 
It is natural. 
But after awhile you 
will be ready to go. 
It was not until 
Job had been worn out with bereave- 
-•'4 
ments that he wanted to see God. 
It 
•was not until the prodigal got tired of 
living among the hogs that he wanted 
to go to his father's house. 
It is the 
ministry of trouble to make this world 
worth less and Heaven worth more. 
' 
Again, 
it is the use of trouble to 
make us feel our dependence upon 
God. 
Men think 
that they can do 
anything until God shows them they 
^ 
can do nothing at all. 
We lay our 
V 
great plans, and wc like to execute 
them. 
It looks big. 
God comes and 
^tal^es us down. 
As Prometheus was 


assaulted by his enemy, 
when tlie 
lance strvick him 
it opened a great 
swelling that 
had 
threatene.i 
his 
death, 
and he got well. 
So it is the 
arrow of trouble that lets out great 
swellings of pride. 
We never feel our 
dependence 
upon 
God until we get 
trouble. 
1 was riding with my little 
child along the road, and she asked if 
she might drive. 
1 said: "Certainly." 
I handed over the reins to lier, and I 
had to admire the glee witli which she 
drove. 
But after awhile we met 
a 
team and had to turn out. 
The road 
was narrow, and it was sheer down on 
both side«. 
She handed the reins over 
to me and said: "1 think you had bet- 
ter take ch[irge*of the horse." 
So we 
are all children; and on this road of 
life we like to drive. 
It gives one 
such au 
appearance 
of 
superiority 
and power. 
It looks big. 
But after 
awhile we meet some obstacle, and we 
liave to turn out, and the road is nar- 
row, and it is sheer down on both sides; 
and then we are willing that 
God 
should take the reins and drive. 
Ah! 
ray friends, we get upset so often be- 
cause we do not hand over the reins 
soon enough. 


Aftor a man has had trouble, prayer 
is with him a taking hold of the arm 
of God and crying out for help. 
I 
have heard earnest praj'ers on two or 
three occasions 
that I 
rememl^er. 
Once, on the Cincinnati express train, 
going at forty 
miles the hour, the 
train jumped the track, and we were 
near a chasm eighty 
feet deep; and 
the men who, a few minutes 
before, 
had been swearing and blaspheming 
God, began to pull and jerk at the bell 
rope, and got up on the backs of 
the 
seats and cried out: 
"Oh, God, save 
us!" 
There was another time, about 
eight hundred miles out at sea, on a 
foundering steamship, 
after the last 
lifeboat 
had been split 
finer 
than 
kindling 
wood. 
They prayed then. 
Why is it you so often hear people, in 
reciting the last experience of some 
friend, say: 
"He made the most beau- 
tiful prayer I ever heard?" 
What 
makes it beautiful? 
It is the earnest- 
ness of it. 
Oh! I tell you, a man is in 
earnest when his stripped and naked 
soul wades out in the soundless, shore- 
less, bottomless ocean of eternity. 


It is trouble, my friends, that makes 
us feel our dependence upon God. 
We 
do not know our own weakness or 
God's strength until the plank breaks. 
It is contemptible in us when there is 
nothing else to take hold of, that we 
catch hold of God only. 
Whj', you do 
not know who the Lord is. 
lie is not 
an autocrat seated far up in a palace, 
from which He emerges once a year, 
preceded by heralds swinging swords 
to clear the way. 
No, hut a father 
willing at our call, to stand by us in 
every crisis and predicament of life. 
I tell you what some of you business 
men make me think of. 
A young 
man 
goes 
off 
from 
home 
to earn, 
his fortune. 
He goes with his mother's 
consent 
and 
benediction. 
She 
has 
large wealth, but he wants to make 
his own fortune. 
He goes far away, 
falls sick, 
gets out of money. 
He 
sends for the hotel keeper where he is 
staying, asking for lenience, and the 
answer he gets is: 
"If you.don't pay 
up Sa turday night you'll be removed 
to the hospital." 
/ 


The young man sends to a comrade 
in the same building. 
No help. 
He 
writes to a banker who was a friend 
of his deceased father. 
No relief. 
He 
writes to an old schooliB.ate, but he 
gets no help. 
Saturday night comes, 
and he is moved to the hospital, 


Getting there, he is frenzied with 
grief; and he borrows a sheet of paper 
and a postage stamp, and he sits down 
and he writes home, saying: 
"Dear 
mother, I am sick unto death. 
Come." 
It is ten minutes of ten o'clock when 
she gets the letter.^ At ten o'clock the 
train starts. 
She is five minutes from 
the depot» 
She gets there in time to 
have five minutes to spare. 
She won- 
ders why a train that can go thirty 
miles an hour can not go sixty miles 
an hour. 
She rushes into the hospital. 
She says: 
"My son, what does all this 
mean? 
Why didn't you send forme? 
You, sent to everybody but me. 
You 
knew 
I 
could 
and 
would 
help 
you. 
Is 
this 
the 
reward 
I 
get 
for 
my 
kindness 
to 
you 
always?" 
She 
bundles 
him 
up, 
takes 
him 
home and gets him well 
very soon. 
Now, some of you treat God just as 
that young man treated his mother. 
When you get into a financial perplex- 
ith you call on the banker, you call on 
the broker, you call on your creditors, 
you call on your lawyer for legal coun- 
sel; you call 
upon everybody, 
and 
when you can not get any help, then 
you go to God. 
You say: "O, Lord, I 
come to Thee. 
Help me now out of 
my perplexity." 
And the Lord come-s, 
though it is the eleventh hour. 
He 
says: 
"Why did you not send for Me 
before? As one whom his inother com- 
forteth, so will I comfort you." ' I t is 
to throw us back upon God that we 
have this ministry of tears. 


Again, it is the use of trouble to ca- 
pacitate us for the oflBce of sympathy. 
The priests, under the old dispensa- 
tion, were set apart by having water 
sprinkled upon their hands, feet and 
head; and by the sprinkling of tears 
people are now set apart to the oflice 
of sympathy. 
When we are in pros- 
perity we like to have a great many 
young people around us, and we laugh 
when they laugh, and we romp when 
they romp, and we sing 
when they 
sing; but when we have trouble we 
like plenty of old folks around. 
\Vhy? 
They know how to talk. 
Take 
an 
aged mother, seventy years of 
age, 
and she is almost omnipotent in com- 
fort. 
Why? 
She has been through it 
all. 
At seven o'clock in the morning 
she goes over to comfort a young 
mother who has just lost her babe. 
Grandmother 
knows all about 
that 
trouble. 
Fifty years ago she felt it. 
At twelve o'clock of that day she 'goes 
over to comfort a widowed soul. 
She 
knows all about that. 
She has been 
walking in that dark valley twenty 
years. 
At four o'clock in the after- 
noon some one knocks at the door, 
wanting bread. 
She knows all about 
that. 
Two or three times in her life 
she came to her last loaf. At ten o'clock 
that night she goes over to sit up 
vdth 
some one severely sick. 
Slu 
knows all about 
it. 
She knows all 
about fevewB and pleurisies and broken 
bones. 
She has 
been doctoring 
all 
her life, spreading plasters and pour- 
ing out bitter 
drops and shaking up 
hot pillows and contriving things to 
tempt a poor appetite. 
Drs. 
Aber- 
nethy and Rush and Ilosack and Har- 
vey were great doctors, but the great- 
est doctor the world ever saw is an old 
Christian 
woman. 
Dear me! 
Do we 
not remember her about the room 
when we were sick in our boyhood? 
Was there any one who could ever so 
touch a sore without hurting it? 
Where did Paul get the ink with which 
to write his comforting epistle? Where 
did David get the ink to write his 
comforting Psalms? 
Where did John 
get the ink to write his comforting 
Revelation? 
They got it out of their 
own tears. 
When a man has 
gone 
through the curriculum, and has taken 
a course of dungeons and 
imprison- 
ments and sliipwiccks. he is qualified 
for the work of sympathy. 


When 1 be^fui) topreacii. my sermons 
on the .subject of tr<iub!;j were 
all 
poeticand in semi-blank verse; Imti.iod 
knocked the blank verse out of me 
long ago, and I have found out that I 
can not comfort people e.vcept as 1 my- 
self have been troubled. God make me 
the son of consolation to the people! 
i 


would ratiier be the means of soothing 
one pei-turbed spirit to-day than 
to 
pla\- a tune thai would set all the sons 
of uiirtli reeling in the danc\>. 


I am an herb doctor. 
1 put into the 
caldron the root out of dry ground, 
without form of comeliness. 
Then I 
put in the rose of Sharon and tlie lily 
of the valley. 
Then I ¡mt into tlie 
caldron some of the loaves from the 
tree of life, and the branch that was 
thrown 
into the wilderness 
marali. 
Then 
I 
pour 
in 
the 
tears 
of 
Bethany 
and Galgotha: 
then I stir 
them up. 
Then 1 kindle 
undei- the 
caldron a fire made out of tlie wood of 
the cross, and one drop of that potion 
will cure the worst sickness that ever 
afflicted

human .soul. 
Marj' 
and 
Martha shall receive 
their 
Lazarus 
from the tomb. 
The damsel shall ri.se. 
And on the darkness sluill break the 
morning, and God will wipe all tears 
from their e\'es.

The shortest 
verse in the Bible tells 
the

"Jesus wept." 
The scar on tlie back 
of His either hand,the scar on the arcli 
of either foot, the row of scars along 
the line of the 
hair, will keep all 
Heaven thinking. 
Oh, 
that 
Great 
Weeper is just the one to silence all 
earthly trouble, wipe out all stains of 
earthly grief. 
Gentle! 
Whj^ His stop 
is 
softer 
than 
the 
step 
of 
the 
dew! 
It will not be a tyrant bidding 
you hush up your crying. 
It will be a 
father who will take you on His left 
arm. His face beaming into 
yours, 
while with the soft tips of the fingers 
of the right hand He shall wipe away 
all tears from your eyes. 


Friends, if we could get any appreci- 
ation of what God has in preserve for 
us, 
it would make 
us so homesick 
we would be unfit 
for our 
everj'day 
work. 
Prof. 
Leonard, 
formerly 
of 
Iowa university, put in my hands 
a 
meteoric stone, 
a stone thrown off 
from some other world to this. 
How 
suggestive it was to me! 
And I have 
to tell you the best representations we 
have of Heaven 
are 
only 
aerolites 
flung off from that world which rolls 
on, bearing the multitudes of the re- 
deemed. 
We analyze these aerolites, 
and find the crystalizations of tears. 
No wonder, flung off from 
Heaven! 
"God shall wipe away all tears from 
their eyes." 


Have you any appreciation of the 
good and glorious times your friends 
are having in Heaven? How different 
it is when they get 
news there of a 
Christian's death from what it is here! 
It is the difference between embarka- 
tion and coming into port. 
Every- 
thing depends upon which side of the 
river you stand when you hear of a 
Christian's 
death. 
If 
you stand on 
this 
side 
of 
the" 
river, 
you 
mourn 
that 
they 
go. 
If 
you 
stand on the other side of the river, 
you rejoice that they come. 
Oh, the 
difference between a funeral on earth 
and a jubilee

requiem here and triumph

parting here and reunion there! 
To- 
gether! Have you thought of it? They 
are together. 
Not one of your depart- 
ed frienda in one land and 
another in 
another land; but together, in differ- 
ent rooms of the same 
house—the 
house of many mansions. 
Together! 


I 
never 
more 
appreciated 
that 
thought than when we laid away in 
her last slumber 
my sister 
Sarah. 
Standing there in the village 
ceme-

A Convenient Device for Kalslng: Bread. 


A woman with more sense and prac- 
tical knowledge of household affairs 
than is vouchsafed to the 
average 
housekeeper has hit upon a device for 
raising bread that will be received with 
joy by all of her bi-ead-making sisters. 
A long, narrow box is placed on end 
and provided with a door and a small 
tube for ventilation. 
In the bottom of 
this is put an ordinary kerosene lamp, 
which is lighted and turned up to the 
ordinary limit as requii-ed for light. 
On the top of this box the bread pan 
is placed and covered with a thick 
cloth, which is tied in around 
the 
box 
with 
a 
strong 
string. 
The 
ventilating 
pipe 
is 
put 
through a 
little hole at the back of the box, and 
extends up about eighteen inches above 
its starting point. 
This carries off any 
fumes of kerosene, or any of the ef- 
fects of smoking 
which 
sometimes 
starts up in the best regulated lamps. 
The bread is set at night, put on this 
box, the lamp is lighted, and by morn- 
ing the dough is light and ready for 
mixing. 
This 
is much better 
than 
keeping up the range fire in order to 
have the bread warm. 
In midsummer 
some housekeepers put the bread out 
in the snn, but this only gives top heat, 
and is the reverse of proper conditions. 
To raise bread scientifically the heat 
should be applied at the bottom of the 
dish, then np through the entire mass 
the fermentation works, and the pro- 
ces:^ is accomplished in much less time 
and more batihfactorily than in any 
other way.—N. Y. Ledger.

Let none pretend that Scripture does 
not warn us of the peril and curse of 
drink. 
Scripture lays down principles; 
it leaves it to the manhood and in- 
tegrity of the wise and good to apply 
those principles in their details. 
Let 
no man commit the awful blasphemy 
of making Christ the minister of sin by 
pretending to find from His Word any 
sanction for the existing conditions of 
our prevalent drink system with 
its 
horrors and enormities. 
Remember, 
in days when Scripture was written 
they had none of tiie stupefj'ing ajid 
maddening, 
the 
soul-clogging 
and 
body-destroying 
compounds 
which 
are 
sold 
among 
us 
in 
every 
street, 
and 
yet 
for 
one 
word 
in 
Scripture 
which 
permits 
wine 
I 
will quote you a score on the other 
side, like that of the proverbs: 
"Who 
hath woe? who hath sorrow"? who hath 
contentions? who hatli 
complaining? 
who hath wounds without cause? who 
hath redness of eyes? 
Loolc not thou 
upon the wine when it is i-ed, when it 
goeth down smoothly; at the last it 
biteth like a serpent, aaidstingeth like 
a basilisk." 
You sneer at 
total ab- 
stainers from the enormous altitude of 
your worldly superiority, 
but 
the 
scripture gives them its heartiest ap- 
probation. God commanded His proph- 
ets to pronounce on the Reciiabites 
a 
conspicuous ble.ssing be<;ause they ab- 
stained from wine. 
Jeiemiah speaks 
of the 
health 
and 
happiness 
of 
the Nazarites 
as 
the 
ilower 
of 
the 
youth 
of .Terusalem 
for 
their 
strength and their 
beauty. 
Samson 
was a total abstainer, whose drink wa.s 
only from the living brook, and was 
the strongest man time records. 
John 
the Baptist, whom Christ calls the 
greatest among those born of women, 
was also a total abstainer. 
So were 
many of the most eminent Cliristian 
thinkers. Total abstainers nevtir dream 
of priding theniselvos on so common- 
place and simple a self-denial under- 
taken for the love of others; but do not 
you pride yourselves on the excessive- 
ly cheap and easy virtue of indulging 
in what you like? 
We are all ijerfect- 
ly free in tiiis matter to follow what 
we regard as the call of God and the 
guidance 
of 
our 
conscience.s 
Do 
not 
believe, 
as 
men 
will 
try 
to 
make 
you 
believe, 
that 
total 
abstainers are all sour fanatics who 
would fain eclipse the gaiety of na- 
tions. 
Some of the brightest spirits 1 
have known 
were 
total 
abstainers. 
Sidney Smith is not usually regarded 
us a morose faddist, yet wlien he be- 
came a total abstainer, as I'ar back as 
1820, he wrote to his daughter, who 
was anxious about his health: "iSIauy 
thanks for your kind anxiety about my 
health. 
jS'ot only v^-as 1 never better, 
but never half so well. 
I sleep like a 
bab^f or a plowboj*. 
If I wake no need- 
less terrors, no black visions of life, 
but pleasing hopes and pleasing recol- 
leoiions. 
I can now make greater ex- 
ertions without 
fatigue, my 
under- 
standing is improved, only one evil en- 
sues from my total abstinence: I am in 
extravagant 
spirits," and he added: 
"I'ray leave off wine." 


For ninety-nine out of every hundred 
persons it would probably be a happy 
and blessed thing if by way of experi- 
ment, as a Lenten self-denial for their 
own sake and also to have more to give 
to others, they abstain these forty days 
from everj' form of intoxicating drink. 
This applies even to the 
wealthier 
classes, in which the temptations to 
drunkenness 
are 
infinitesimal 
com- 
pared with those among the working 
chisses, and I am sure there is not a 
single man or woman, boy oi- girl, 
among the working classes, wlio in the 
e.xisting state of M ciety would 
not 
have a tenfold better ciiance of a hap- 
py, prosperous and self-respecting life 
by becoming 
a total abslainer. 
To 
multitudes total 
abstinence 
would 
make 
all 
the 
tiilrerer.ee 
between 
healtii and disease, self-respc^. and 
(self-l'iatliiiig. 
noble iiianiifx^d and a 
doom v.orse than tiie gallows;betwce!i

A highly-effective

practical 
agency for the promotion of temper- 
ance is maintained in this city by the 
Woman's Auxiliary of the Church Tem- 
perance society. 
This agency consists 
of two coffee wagons where wholesome 
and substantial luncheons are served 
at all hours of the day or night. 
One 
of these wagons 
is situated perma- 
nently on Herald square, at Thirty- 
third street, and the other at Bryant 
park, Forty-second street. 
The wag- 
ons 
are 
fitted 
up 
with 
counters 
and 
stools 
for 
the 
accommoda- 
tion 
of 
patrons, 
and 
are 
made 
as 
comfortable 
and 
attractive 
as 
possible. 
The 
bill 
of 
fare 
con- 
sists chiefiy of sandwiches, meat pies, 
cakes, crullers coffee, milk and tea. 
Great care is exercised in the purchase 
of supplies, 
so that only 
tlie 
best 
things are served. 
The 
wagons are 
situated where they catch a 
large 
patronage at 
midnight 
and 
aftei*. 
These coffee-wagons have been a suc- 
cess financially and every other wajs 
the net profit from each amounting to 
several hundred dollars a 3'ear.

men are required for each wagon, one 
for day and one for night service. The 
entire business management 'of these 
wagons is in the hands of the women's 
auxiliary.—Christian Work.

degree on any one or more of 
the 
nerves or nerve 
centers of 
special 
sensation. 
Dr. Hall then relates four 
cases of tobacco amblyopia as proof of 
the serious effect of this drug on the 
eyes. 
He quotes Bosworth as stating 
that tobacco is not simply a cardiac 
poison; it is also an arterial poison. 
Its ill eft'ects are shown in cerebro- 
spinal 
irritations, 
headaches 
with 
vomiting, 
morning 
fatigue, 
impair- 
ment of memory, psychical irritation, 
inaptitude for work, and even transi- 
tory aphasia.

C U L T U R E . 


It May Mako Sin Less Kepulsive Cut It Caa 
Kot Do the AVork of Grace. 


A new meaning of the word culture 
has sprung up within a few 
years. 
Pasteur takes the germs of a virulent 
disease, puts them in a suitable steril- 
ized albuminous 
solution, lets them 
multiplj-, takes the product out, and 
goes through a similar process over 
and over, until the germ, under such 
artificial 
treatment 
and 
restraint, 
have considerably changed their na- 
ture. 
They will still produce disease, 
but it is of a less virulent nature. The 
cancerous product will be less violent, 
less offensive, less dangerous to life. 
They are new culttire germs, attenu- 
ated, indeed protective against their 
uncultured germ cousins. 


So have we seen, as Jeremy Ta.ylor 
might say, so have we seen cultures of 
selfishness. 
The natural selfishness of 
the savage or the brute is the fruitful 
germ of hideous 
moral 
disease. 
It 
breaks outin confluent cancers of mur- 
der, robbery and lust. 
It is shame- 
lessly cruel, ugly and hateful. 
There 
is enough natural love for moral beauty 
in every soul not utterly corrupt to 
make such a character 
disgusting. 
What can be done for it. 


There are two theories which we may 
apply to the cure of this disease of 
selfishness. 
One is the culture theory, 
and the other is the grace 
theory. 
One will attenuate the disease, reduce 
the cancer to pimples and postules but 
leave a less virulent 
poison in the 
blood, while the other will seek to find 
and introduce some other sort of benefi- 
cent germ which shall a'bsolutely con- 
sume and destroy the old venom. 
One 
of these processes we call culture; the 
other we call grace. 


This is an age of culture; but we 
mtist not forget that culture alone is 
only a refined 'name 
for selii.shness. 
We too often hear its praises in the 
pulpit. 
We are 
told that we must 
develop our own powers, make the 
most of our talents, secure education, 
training, get a sense of beauty and 
propriety, follow art, secure polish; 
become as wise, as strong, as cultured, 
indeed, as we can. 
All very well; but 
that does not take the poison out of the 
.soul. 
The poison is selfishness; and 
learning, manners, art, for selfish pur- 
poses, is no different in real cliaracter 
from strength or cunning used in a 
brutal instead of a cultivated way for 
one's own enrichment or pleasure. The 
poet who went to prison the other day 
for two years is no more better than 
the murderer 
with 
v>^hom he 
locks 
step, apostle of culture though he is. 


Tliere is only one way to get the 
ugly out of the soul, and that is by 
the method of grace, taught well by 
ivloses and best by Jesus Christ. 
It is 
by killing selfishness with the princi- 
ple of love. "Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thy heart, and thy 
neighbor as thyself." 
Put that 
first 
in the soul, and it will cleanse it and 
make it fair and beautiful; nothing 
else can. 
The cure must be radical. 
Then add all the culttire you will, the 
learning, the art, the grace, the polish; 
but direct them to the purposes 
of 
grace, not the purposes of selfishness. 


Culture is good, is beautiful; 
but 
culture for its own sake is contempti- 
ble, becau.se it is utterly selfish, and 
therefore unworthy'. 
Never listen to 
the teacher who say.s ".Make the most 
of 
3'ourself,"' 
unless 
he 
adds, 
"for 
the 
good you can do to oth- 
ers." 
It 
is 
the 
object 
to 
which 
culture 
is applied 
that 
makes 
it 
worthy or unworthy. 
The fact that, a 
man or woman is cultivated, can talk 
French, quote Goethe, 
discuss Wat- 
son's last poems or praise the last im- 
pressionist picture or realistic novel, 
is no proof that he is anything more 
than what our Lord was frank and 
true enough to call a whited sepul- 
cher. 


Nevertheless, cultured selfishness is 
pleasanter, more agreeable 
than un- 
cultured selfishness. 
Let ns try by 
education to polish our brutes if we 
can. 
But let ns remember, iifter all, 
that polished Home was woi'se than 
the rude Rome ,of the times of Tar- 
quin's violence; and culture without 
grace only shuts its eyes against the 
hell to which it is rushing.—N. Y. In- 
dependent.

THE COLD SPRING HARBOR BATTLE- 


FIELD AS IT IS TODAY. 


Ml. J. H. Beadle's Rambles In Tirslnia. 


• w f t i l Experiences Daring the 
Battle 


Where Blood Flowed In Rirers—Scene 
of the Worst Blunder of the War. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


COLD HARBOR, Va., Aug. 19. —It was, 
ta the local dialect, "hot enough to roast 
a nigger" on the afternoon I left the high 
open country near the Mattapony and 
plunged into the wilderness that borders 
the North Anna. In the piny woods 
there was not a breath of air, and vege- 
tation seemed to give off a sour smell, 
all sorts of flying insects made it inter- 
esting for me, and when I sat down on 
a log the chigoes got in their work so 
effectually that on stripping that night 
I found my ankles a heartrending sight. 
In the heavily timbered lowlands I found 
all sorts of queer creatures, which I but 
dimly remember as common on the 
Wabash sloughs in my boyhood, such as 
the snake feeder or mosquito hawk, the 
devil's darning needle and all those red- 
hot little gnats that breed from oak 
balls and such. But why continue? Why 
lacerate the public bosom with details 
of intglOTable 
itching and feverish 
scratching ; of alternating hummock and 
pine flat ; oí industrious hogs who root 
for a living and have noses for their 
business ; of lop e^ed hounds, from two 
to ten at a house, who rush out with 
mjirderous howl as if they would eat 
me, but retire from an opened umbrella, 
of the 
Ijanl^ lean, leathery looking 
men and ^the half bairen land, scarred 
and marred Tather than improved by 
-their shiftless hand. 


Mighty H ^ t h y . 


One thing,^ however, I will add, as it 
has been a ;great surprise to me. I have 
not yet i seen a snake in the state. Of 
course'thére are snakes here, but they 
must be rare, for I have rambled for 
weekâ .in scrubby timber and through 
wild l^ds yljich out our way would be 
a reptilian ^ijaradisa The rock in this 
section: is tmstratified, so there are no 
ledges a^d crevices for snake harbors, 
and the^^)eople tell me all this North 
Anna v^ley was once cleared and cul- 
tivaté4i 'so I suppose the snakes were 
then eatOTminated. Another thing worth 
noting ifftfiat after one gets below Han- 
over he hears no more that ^'this is a 
mighty healthy country, " as he hears 
so often in: Spottsylvania county. 
All 
along the C^ickahominy the people ad- 
mit i&at ttë air is bad, and I was 
amused, but not at all surprised, to find 
moré thaa one man who was rather 
anxiouà to move west and to hear my 
host 
how he "wam't real well at 
this season," how "his vittles sort o' 
disagreed with him, " how he had "sour 
risin's on his stomach," and it often 
seeniedas if he "jjust couldn't get up in 
the morising, his legs ached so," and 
•when he lifted real hard he "felt like 
an iron bar was run into the small of 
his back. " 


Chief Justice James B. McKean of 
Utah, who was an oflScer in the Be mis 
Heights (N. Y. ) regiment, told me that 
in the unaccountable delay of a month 
which McGlellan made after the battle 
of Fair Oaks his brigade lost men by 
sickness about as rapidly as it would 
ordinarily lose in an active campaign of 
fighting. 
The judge himself came out 
of the army on his back, and when sent 
to Utah in 1870 was still a sufferer from 
Chickahominy malaria. Prom the North 
Anna,crqs^ii^ it is now difficult to get 
a clear general view of the region trav- 
ersed]^ either Grant or McClellan, as, 
in the case of the latter particularly, 
followjnig the lines would involve a con- 
tinuous, seesaw across the stream near- 
est Richmond. It will be remembered 
that Grant moved east from Spottsyl- 
vania O o ^ House and Lee south by the 
telegrapli: road across the North Anna 
and then down its right bank to con- 
front the Federals, and so they came 
t<^ether near t-Ke crossing of the Eich- 
mond and Fredericksburg railroad. And 
this resulted in one of the oddest situa- 
tions of the war. 


liCe and Grant. 


Lee formed his lines with the river in 
his front j ^ t as he had twice done on 
the Bappahabnock, but Warren succeed- 
ed in crossing the Federal right at Jeri- 
cho ford, compelling Lee to "refuse his 
left," and0 Hancock fought his way 
across on the other wing, compelling 
Lee in like, manner to "refuse his 
right." At the same time his center 
held the river firmly at a point where 
the crossing is «xtremely difficult on ac- 
count of precipitous banks. Thus it came 
about that Lee's lines were like the two 
sides of a Square with the comer firmly 
planted on the river, and Grant, while 
leaping around him in an irregular 
semicircle, could not transfer his men 
from one wing to the other without 
twice crossing the river and at points 
where the crossing was extremely diffi- 
cult. Lee at the same time could not 
with safety withdraw his center. In the 
long run, of course, this was to the ad- 
vantage of the party fighting on the de- 
fensive, so Grant withdrew his forces 
to the north side and repeated his old 
performance of marching off by the left 
and finding a crossing lower down. 


I walked straight south across the 
farms and woods to the Chickahominy, 
thinking I might follow directly down 
that steam through all its windings, but 
three hours of most exhausting toil con- 
vinced me that such a performance 
would take a month and require rubber 
boots to the hips. The Chickahominy 
seems to me one of a type of rivers com- 
mon in the southwest-—a body of water 
slowly transforming itself by natural 
processes from a long swamp to a regu- 
lar stream with hard and well defined 
banks. The Chickahominy is a wonder- 
ful natural defense, a great wet ditch at 
just exactly the right distance from 
ilichmond. I therefore took the railroad 
i)ack to Ellerson station and struck out 


aîoot for Mechanicsville and Cold Har- 
bor. I now realized what our brave fel- 
lows must have suffered in the hot days 
of 1862-4. 
The hills presented a little 
better walking than the swampy hollow 
and yet far worse than the ordinary 
northern road. The soil appears to be a 
mixture of sand and ashy earth with no 
hard subsoil, and not a saud either that 
packs after a rain. When dry, it is like 
loose yellow sugar, and when 
wet 
muühy and sticky, with just coririistency 
enough to form a great flapping hiiup 
on the feet and yet not enough to hold 
up the wheels of an artillery wapjon. It 
is perhaps two miles from the station to 
Mechanicsville, a four house hamlet and 
Ciossroads, the oldest and finest dwell- 
ing occupied by Mr. S. J. Vanghn, im- 
mi.£?rant from Eaton county, JMicb. Tiic 
holes made in the house by shot aud 
shell have been repaired away, except 
one through the door, which is retained 
and utilized 
doorplate, and a big 


tree in the yard still holds the famous 


shell 
t h a t bored 
i n l o it uu tlie v'ntli uf 
J u n e , Ititi:.^ 


Ellersou's Mill, noxt on the t'a.st, 
which gave the Conft'derativs a u;inie for 
one battle, is only a ruin, and tlumce 
there is a pretty fair road to tliis place. 
Many years ago, and whon local nioiu- 
ories of the battle M'ore still fresh, I 
came here aud lodged two days at the 
Garthright fai-mhouse, almost exactly 
in the center of the bluoiliest part of 
Cold Harbor battletield. This means the 
center of the south end of the field, for 
Grant's line extended throe miles far- 
ther north. About half a mile west of 
this house on the highest ground and in 
the edge of a forest are the ditch and 
bank of earth behind which was the 
Confederate line, and just a quarter of 
a mile east of the house by measure- 
ment is the line from which the Fed- 
erals started on that awful run shortly 
after 4 o'clock in the morning of June 
8, 1864. From the edge of the woods 
12,000 riflemen and a score of cannon 
poured their murderous fire on the blue- 
coats, and in 25 minutes, as one pai-tici- 
pant vouches for, 8,000 of them were 
shot down. The stone chimney at the 
west end of this house was beaten down 
by shot aud shell, and all the yard and 
field around was 
blue with Federal 
corpses. 


A Terrible Experience. 


" I do not know how it happened," 
said Mrs. Garthright in her statement to 
me, "but we got no word that the fight 
was to be that day, aud Miles [her hus- 
band] had just left the house aud gone 
back to his regiment when the thing 
broke loose, and I rushed to the cellar 
with my two little girls. 
I heard the 
awful tramp as your men went by; then 
for I don't know how many minutes, 
but it seemed like eternity, I could not 
hear the children crying, though I could 
see them at it, for the awful crash of 
guns, and then there was another rush 
back, and in five minutes the house was 
jammed full of men and their lifeblood 
running all dovrn through the floor and 
spattering all over us. I had taken a 
box of bread and two jars of apple but- 
ter and hid them in the comer of the 
cellar, for I didn't know but my chil- 
dren might starve if we got shut up 
there. Well, a stream of blood ran all 
over the jars, but didn't get into them 
to spoil the apple butter. 
The cellar 
was soon so full of men that I got my 
little girls in a corner and stood partly 
over them, and once I asked the men to 
go out, but they said it was death, and 
when I got time to look I saw that most 
of them were more or less wounded. 


"Now, the queerest thing about it is 
that when you get in a place like that 
you don't feel like you thought you 
would at all. The scare comes on. and 
then it goes off. By aud by all was still, 
and we went out; but, oh, my God, 
what a sight! It really seemed as if the 
heavens had rained destruction, and my 
heart was almbst broken at the groans 
and cries, but I was comforted by the 
thought that Miles was on the other side 
of our breastworks, and I somehow felt 
that our men hadn't been in much dan- 
ger. In fact, I could see it by just look- 
ing across the field." 


The A w f u l lioss of I.Ife. 


Since my first visit Mr. Garthright has 
died, and one of the little girls who 
was sheltered in the corner of the cellar 
on that dreadful day, herself the mother 
of several little ones, is now mistress of 
the place, her husband being one of the 
nmnerous class of truck farmers in this 
vicinity. 
After a night with them I 
walked out once more to the southwest 
comer of the battlefield where the Con- 
federate line seemed to terminate at a 
little swamp, but, in fact, continued 
below the swamp and at an angle to its 
former course like an inverted L. Down 
into this angle went one brigade of the 
Federals, and scarcely a man escaped. 
There is a curious depression at the 
nearest point to the Confederate line 
about a rod wide and 10 rods long and 
not over 3 feet deep. Into this the re- 
pulsed Federals sprang for safety, but a 
concentrated fire was poured upon it, 
and in less than 12 minutes every man 
was shredded with bullets, and out of 
this pit a rivulet of lifeblood flowed 
into the swamp. Just over a little rise 
west of that place the surviving Fed- 
erals threw down their arms, fell flat 
and crawled into the Confederate lines. 
Seven Irishmen of McMahon's New 
York regiment crouched behind a big 
pine tree, where the last volley laid 
them dead in a heap. 


As I stand here this peaceful summer 
day it is very hard to realize that only 
31 years ago the place was the scene of 
such awful havoc. All the ground has 
been scratched over by negroes, who 
have carried away many tons of ammu- 
nition, and except in a few places where 
the timber remains unbroken the in- 
trenchments have long since been plow- 
ed down. Half a mile north of this 
bloodiest part of the field runs the White 
House wagon road, and just north of it 
is the Cold Harbor cemetery. All around 
are well tilled fields and pretty groves, 
and as I take in the view at one quick 
glance it is hard to believe that this at- 
tractive glade was the scene of the worst 
blunder of the campaign and the bloodi- 
est repulse ever known on the western 
continent.

Kentiifky's Fr«*e Silver A«lv<»cat« Is Pop- 
ular W i t h AH W h o K n o w Uiui.

WASHIXOTOX, Aug. F).—Joseph C. S. 
Blackburn of Kentucky, now ofRcially 
known as senator, ever since boyhood 
days called captain, and always known 
to his admirers aud intimates as Joe, 
has been doinji things all his life that 
have made folks talk. 
Jitst at pro.seut 
his course upon the silver (question is 
particularly provocative of 
comment 
and conversation. 
Some there are who 
indorse his course enthusiastically, suid 
some there are who decry it with em- 
phasis. But now, as always, everybody 
who knows him likes him, aud a dis- 
patch concerning his latest speech is 
rarely read without provoking the re- 
cital of some story about him. 


He is a genuine Kontuckian in every- 
thing implied by that term, but it can- 
not be said that he has never found any- 
thing more to his liking than tho some- 
times dull if eminently dignified job of 
being a senator. 
He is not a student of 
books. He studies men closely, however, 
aud he gets most of his views and 
opinions from talks with his fellows 
rather than from perusal of ponderous 
tomes. Once when he was rallied upon 
his lack of studiousness he said he car- 
ried his working library in his hat, aud 
that he was taught to do without books 
when but a young practitioner by old 
Joe Baird, a leading criminal lawyer 
in northern Kentucky, some decades 
ago. Blackburn had gained some repute 
as a pleader and had been compared on 
one or two instances to this veteran, 
Baird. 
One day the young man visited 
the old one, who, though not a college 
graduate, was noted 
for his shrewd 
sense and was a jury pleader who could 
not easily be matched. Blackbm^n found 
Baird's office almost void of furniture 
and containing but two books—a copy 
of the statutes of 1842 and one of the 
criminal code.

fice building. 
It is 11 stories high and 
thoroughly fireproof.

The site of the building at Fifth ave- 
nue aud Twentieth street was formerly 
occupied by the old Stuart mansion and 
was purchased for $670,000, making the 
total expenditure for building and site 
the sum of $1,670,000. 
Work was be- 
gun a little over a year ago and has 
progressed rapidly. 


Three successive general assemblies 
have indorsed the project, but of late it 
has met with some oppo.sition, owing to 
tho fact tliat tho board of home missions 
is in such financial straits that it has 
been unable to pay its 2,000 home mis- 
sionaries aud teachers in full for four 
mouths. This deplorable state of affairs. 
Rev. D. J. McMillan, secretary of the 
board of home missions, explains, is not 
due to the expense of constructing the 
new building, as no part of the boai-d's 
income was diverted to that purpose. 
The debt of the board, Mr. McMillan 
says, is solely due to the wave of busi- 
ness depression which affected the coun- 
try two years ago and cau.sed reductions 
iu the amounts of money contributed by 
churches and Sunday schools. 
The' in- 
debtedness of the board in 1893 was 
166,407. 
The debt iu the year follow- 
ing was $258,645, and this year it is 
$364,850. 
The borrowing capacity of 
the board has about reached its limit, 
and the little money remaiuing will be 
apportioned among the most needy mis- 
sionaries until the board has a larger 
fund.

Is l i e :>lore Intelligent aud B e t t e r 
Tem- 
pered Than tlio Horse? 


There are those who think he is, and 
it is pleasant to know that even a mule 
has valiant defenders. These say that 
he has a name for stupidity and obsti- 
nacy that he by no means deserves. 


i\Ir. B. E. Kingsley of Penn.sylvania 
is one (jf the mule's friends. Mr. Kings- 
ley has had extended experience with 
Mr. Long Etir in theniine.s of his native 
state. He says the faults of his favorite 
beast may be all accounted for in two 
words—bad treatment. 
Treat the mule 
as well as v'ou treat your horse, and he 
will astonish you both by his intellect 
and affection, says liis friend. 


In the mines are long, low passages 
througli which the coal must be drawn 
on small cars to the mouth of tho mines. 
These passages are in some cases not so 
high as the mule's head. A horse would 
go on and dash his skull against the top 
of the passage and then stop, says Mr. 
Kingsley. 
Not so the mtile. He looks 
ahead, sees the low passage and reasons 
to himself like a man: If I go straight 
on, I will bump my head against that 
wall. 
I will stoop down, and then it 
will not hit me. Aud these iutelligent 
mining mules actually do crouch down 
iu the low archways and draw the coal 
cars through tunnels not so high as their 
own heads by four inches. Whoever saw 
a horse reason like that? 


For many years in the Lackawanna 
mining regions there was a faithful old

mule whom we may call Bob for short. 
Bob served his day and generation with 
an industry and fidelity without flaw. 
Then he reached over into the next gen- 
eration and served it awhile in the same 
way. When he became too old to draw 
the cars out of the mines, he was put in 
the yards to shove the small mine trains 
along. Other mules were hitched to the 
cars in front. When the tug became too 
heavy. 
Bob was called on to place his 
breast against the rear of the train and 
push the train forward. Faithfully and 
kindly as he had performed all his other 
tasks during all the rest of his mule 
life Bob entered on this new duty. 
At 
last he became so old that his owners 
were fain to release him from even this 
occasional light work. 
Bob was nearly 
40 years old. More than a generation of 
grinding toil had not hardened his 
kindly temper, though it had hardened 
all his mtiscles. He remained a pen- 
sioner, grazing the grouuds at pleasure 
about the mouth of the coal mine. 


Here the strange part comes in. 
The 
veteran refused to be discharged. 
He 
was not willing to sponge his living 
even after he had given so many years 
to his o^vners. With his intelligent mule 
eye he watched proceedings around him 
aud with his intelligeut mitle com- 
prehension noted the exact moment 
when the signal was wont to be given 
for him to place his strong old chest 
against the car and push. Then instant- 
ly, without even a bray to call attention 
to his unheard of behavior, he trotted 
up and placed his breast against the 
train and moved it onward. 
And there 
the fine old fellow is to this day shoving 
coal cars without being told to do so day 
after day. The dauntless veteran stands 
at his post even after he has been pen- 
sioned off, which no biped soldier would 
do. 


It is well known that a long course 
of ill treatment makes any creatture hu- 
man or animal vicious. The mule is a 
hybrid. He has, as Heury Clay expressed 
it, neither pride of ancestry nor hope iu 
posterity. Everybody makes fun of him, 
nobody respects him. In all ages he has 
been considered legitimate game for the 
tormenting instincts of boys and brutal 
men. He resents cruel treatment in his 
blundering, helpless way, but that only 
affords the more amusement to his tor- 
mentors. Mr. Kiugsley says that iu the 
mines it is a favorite pastime of the 
tough boys who drive the animals at- 
tached to the cars to tease and hurt them 
till they begin to kick. The boys want 
to see the mules kick up and hit the roof 
of the tunnel. 
Then the boys laugh. 
But it is the mules that afterwiu-d get 
the bad name, not the boys, who deserve 
it. 


The obstinacy of the mule is not, as 
some believe, "cussedness." 
When he 
refuses to go, it is merely an unwill- 
ingness to do what ho knows he is un- 
able to do, .says his friend. 


When tho mule is introduced iuto the 
coal tunuels, hevery soou "sizes up" the 
exact number of cars he cau draw. 
He 
is willing to drag them all day aud 
day after day. But lot an additional one 
be hitched on unknown to him. 
Ho 
gives a tug, aud the load does not move. 
He tugs at it again till he is satisfied 
that it is more thau his accustomed stint. 
Theu he stops stock still, luid fire kin- 
dled under him would not make him 
butlge those cars. 


"Now a hrr.se," 
says tho mule's 
friend, "would liave no more sense than 
to pull till ho dropped dead. " 


It is a much liner proof of good sense 
to resent imposition tiian to .submit to it. 


We have often wondered why mules 
aro not more popular for farm work and 
heavy draft l ervice in the north. A team 
of big niuh>s will pull moro thau a team 
of Clydesdales or Percherons. Tho mules 
are far tougher th.in th(iir horse cousins, 
aud they eat less. They :u-e less liab! ^ 
to disease than the horse. 
As to looks, 
a stately teaui of big mules. 10 nana>) 
high Ol- over, perfectly well matched 
and ijulling true everj' step, is as fine a 
sight as a lover of live stock need want 
to see. ()L-casional]y they reach even 17 
hands in height. 
Wliy is not the mule 
better knciwu and appreciat(Hl in the 
north and west': We give ii up.

Draft or Coaeh Horse, W h i c h ? 


The carriage horse is a pure luxury, 
the draft horse an everyday necessity. 
No stich fancy prices can ever be obtain- 
ed for draft hors"s for \vork as for fine 
coachers or fast and htindsome rotidsters. 
In the piHsibility of producing a world 
beating trotter or a sensational carriage 
team the breeder often enjoys a thrill of 
hopeful exciterneut which,, fiuds no par- 
allel amoug the more matter of fact 
draft horse breeders. 
But on the other 
hand the breeder of draft horses has sev- 
eral compensating advantages. 
For in- 
stance, he has fewer misfits, his colts 
will sttind rotigher treatment, and if 
they should get injured by barb wire or 
otherwise 
the depreciation in value 
thereby is very slight. 


In addition to this tho finer bred colts 
demand a certain amount of breaking, 
handling, training aud fitting, for which 
the average farmer has neither the abil- 
ity nor the time. While, therefore, I ad- 
mit the po.ssibility of an intelligeut 
breeder getting much higher prices iu- 
dividTjaliy for fine roadsters and coach- 
ers than he can hope to obtain for draft 
horses, I believe that the average farmer, 
situated as he is, will more generally 
find it to his best interests to stay by the 
draft horse, aud if he raises half a dozen 
ch-aft colts in a season they will net him 
at maturity more money in the aggre- 
gate than the same number of roadster 
colts. In thus stating my opinion, how- 
ever, I wish it to be distinctly under- 
stood that I am a sincere believer in and 
admirer of coach horses, and given the 
proper material and the necessary knowl- 
edge and ability for their production and 
handling there is no other breeding in- 
dustry in the world that offers such 
handsome rettu-ns, present and prospec- 
tive, as the produstion of coach horses 
of quality and action.—Alexander Gal- 
braith. 


To Drench Hogs. 


Animals that are very sick and that 
will not come to the feed should be 
drenched with the medicine shaken up 
with water. Great care should be exer- 
cised in drenching hogs or they will be 
suffocated. Do not turn the hog on its 
back to drench it, but pull the cheek 
away from tho teeth, so as to form a 
pouch, into which the medicine may be 
slowly poured. It will flow from the 
cheek into the mouth, and when the hog 
finds out what it is, it will stop squeal- 
ing and swallow. In our experiments 
hogs which were so sick that they would 
eat nothing have commenced to eat very 
soon after getting a dose of the remedy 
and have steadily improved until they 
appeared perfectly well.—Exchange. 


lilve Stock Points. 


Many famous trotters started out as 
pacers. 


Breeders who wish to raise pigs to 
sell for stock purposes only should not 
force sows to i;aise two litters a year. In 
time both the sow and offspring will 
degenerate xmder this forcing process. 


Wo are glad to see The Southern Live 
Stock Journal advocating the claims of 
the mule. If farmers in the north used 
more mules in their work and bred 
fewer scrub horses, they would be the 
gainers all around. Comparatively few 
farm hands in the north even know how 
to drive a mule. 


It is partly because hogs have been 
fed almost exclusively on com in this 
coimtry for generations that their flesh 
has become unhealthy, where it is so. 
Corn heats and fevers the blocd, and the 
absence of such food as peas, oats, clover 
and middlings weakens the bones. 


A late report of United States Consul 
Edward S. Tingle of Brunswick, Ger- 
many, opens up an interesting prospect 
to the American farmer and horse deal- 
er. Consul Tingle is of opinion that a 
profitable trade in horse meat can be 
built up between this coimtry and Ger- 
many. He thinks it can best be managed 
through the large packing houses. This 
will be a good way to get rid of the old 
haclvS and scrubs in our country and be- 
gin all over again. 


The man who is constantly trying to 
get himself appointed a judge of live 
stock at fairs is exactly the man not to 
appoint. 
There are no exceptions to 
tliis rule. 


There is no doubt but mares in foal 
and stallions should be worked and 
driven moderately. 
They grow weak, 
lazy and flabby other^vise imd produce 
feeble offspring. Trotting and running 
n*res iu foal should even be speeded 
during the first mouths. 


It is easy enough to make beef ani- 
mals weigh 800 potmds at 8 months old, 
if you get the right breed in the first 
place and treat the calves well and feed 
them well.

Western States. 


Oregon recognizes the literary genins 
and ability of wonieu in the .selection of 
M r .s . 
Fraaces 
Fuller Victor as 
the state's histo- 
rian. At its last 
se.s.sion the legis- 
lature passed an 
act 
authorizing 
the secretary of 
state to appoint 
some one to write 
the "History of 
the Early Indian 
Wars of Oregon," 
and Mrs. Victor, 
was named for 
this work. Tha 
literary tastes of 
women do not or- 
MRS. VICTOR. 
dinarlly run in 
the line of historical compilation and 
writing, but Mrs. Victor seems to pos- 
sess a peculiar gift in this direction. 


Mrs. Victor has accomplished much 
in literature and has written a number 
of important historical works. 
Among 
her best known books are "Atlantis 
Arisen," which deals with the physical 
features of the northwestern country, in- 
terspersed with anecdotes, and "The 
River of the West," containing early 
annals of that region "where rolls the 
Oregon" and an account of the opera- 
tions of the fur companies. 
Her labors 
in the Bancroft library covered a period 
of 11 years, from 1878 to 1889, during 
•which time she produced exclusively 
histories of Colorado, Nevada, Washmg- 
tou, Wyoming and Oregon. She com- 
piled all the political history in vol- 
umes 6 and 7 of Bancroft's Califor- 
nia series and also the railroad history. 
She has likewise written a valuable and 
practical work on "Transportation and 
Mining." 


Mrs. Victor is a native of New York 
state, but went to Ohio when yotmg. 
She began her literary career as a con- 
tributor of prose and verse to various 
eastern periodicals. In 1865 she married 
Mr. Victor, a naval oflScer, and with 
him went to the Pacific coast, where she 
became identified with California jour 
nalism. 
She contributed to San Fran 
cisco and Chicago publications stories 
and sketches, which she gave a western 
coloring. 
She now lives in Oregon.

Dr. W. P. Harris, of Cincinnati, 


Ohio, who has made the survey for the 
proposed ship canal to connect the 
great lakes and also to run to Cincin- 
nati, connecting the lakes with the 
Ohio river, was in the city yesterday in 
he interest of his project. He has 
>een giving his attention to this sub 
eot for twelve years past, traveling 
iver the territory lying between Lakes 
Michigan and Erie, looking for a feasi- 
ble route for the ship canal, which he 
elt sure would one day be built. He 
believes that Fort Wayne, by reason of 
ts commercial importance as a city, 
ought to be on the route of the ship 
canal and he is endeavoring to deter- 
mine whether a suitable line could be 
chosen from the Blue lake, which is 
certain to be one of the paints on the 
canal if it is built 


The doctor believes that the best 


'oute is from Michigan City, on Lake 
iiohigan, down through the chain of 
akes in Whitley county to Blue lake, 
from that point he found a depression 
n the level, lying along the course of 
'edar creek to the St. Joe river, thence 
to Defiance, where it forms a junction 
with the proposed canal from Toledo 
'0 Cincinnati, and the object of his 
visit was to determine whether such 
route was feasible in the way of fur- 
nishing 
a 
sufficient 
supply 
of 


water 
to 
float 
a vessel in the 


canal. Some of the members of the 
olub thought there would not be suffi- 
cient water supply for this purpose and 
were disposed to question tho position 
;aken by the doctor that there was. 
However, it was resolved that a com- 
mittee should be appointed to make an 
examination of the ground between 
this point and Blue lake with a view to 
see whether there ba a practical route 
.eading directly by way of this city. 
The following gentlemen were appoint- 
ed as that committee: Mayor Oakley, 
Perry A, Randall and Hon. S. M. FOB 
ter. This committee will at once ad- 
dress itself to the work and if possible 
have the matter in shape before the 
meeting at Cincinnati on the 30,h of 
>his month. 


The route, as at present surveyed, 


would run the canal about thirteen 
miles north of this city, but if it can be 
shown that a route from here to Blue 
Lake is feasable, Fort Wayne will be 
put on the map whioh will be sent to 
congress, and in which body an appro 
priation for the building of the canal 
by the government will be asked. If 
Fort Wayne is not selected, the only 
way in which we can be given water 
connections with the lakes would be by 
constructing a branch canal, some 
thirteen miles long, to the raiiu canal.

RUN MAD ON RECORD MAKING. 


Eo M»ny Kinds of Kecords No Ono Can 


Keep Track of Them. 


One reason why I feel no great con- 


cern for racing," said a cyclist recent- 
y, "is that I am utterly unable to keep 
lack of the records. Almost every day 
[ read in the newspapers about some 
new lowering of the mark. Tho different 
duds of records are so numerous as to 
je bewildering. 


There ore records for fractions of a 


milo and for every unit up to 25, aud 
for every five miles beyond; there are 
tmpaced records, and tandem paced rec- 
ords, and'quad' paced records; records 
for a standing start sind for a flying one; 
records in competition aud out of it; 
class A records and class B records; road 
records and track records; club records, 
records at each track and over every 
course; state records and city records; 
records for the distance ridden in ten 
minutes, and so on up to six days; 
there are ono legged records and one 
armed records, and finally I see a man 
has established a new record for riding 
a half mile backward. 


"This opens a new field which may 


duplicate the present ono. 
Thus we 


might have records for backward riding 
at all the distances, paced aud unpaced, 
with flying or standing start, on road or 
track, in competition or out of it, and 
so on ad infiuitnm. Meantime I am go- 
ing to continue riding as fast or as slow 
as I please, and let the 'cracks' smash 
nil tho records they can think of. "— 
New York Tribune. 


VEKYBODY seems to 
bo agreed that tho corn 
crop of 1895 will be the 
biggest the United States 


has been blessed with for many years, 
far exceeding anything since the crop of 
1891 aud outmyasuriug eveu that by 
about 300,000,000 bushels. According 
to the sharp:, who i"iko estimates of 
crops, it would require 2,330,000,000 
bushel baskets to hold tho enormous 
crop expected this year, while that of 
1891, though much more bountiful than 
any that had beeu harvested for a long 
time previously, amounted to only 
2,000,15.1,000 bushels. It may be that 
the reader fancies h» understands what 
these figures moau, but tho chances aro 
against it. Suppose that all tho corn to 
be harvested iu 1895 wore put into 
bushel baskets, and then suppose tho 
baskets were ranged in a straight row. 
Each basket would tako np about 18 
inches, so that 3,520 baskets could be 
set along a lino a mile in Icugth. It 
would then require a straight stretch of 
607,013 miles upon which to set all 
theso bushel baskets in line. Possibly 
that looks liko a big story, but you cau 
prove it' for yourself by dividing tho 
total number of bushels by the uumber 
of bushels that cau bo set iu a mile. 


Assuming that you havo gone through 


this little arithmetical calculation and 
found my figures to be correct, you 
might next consider with mo where 
such a straight lino could bo found. If 
it wore started at tho earth aud run off 
into space it would reach a good deal 
moro than twice as far as from hero to 
the moon, which is but 240,000 miles 
away, according to the astronomers. 
Of course the attempt to run the line 
into space would not work and obvi- 
ously it could not bo laid out on the 
little ball which wo inhabit and on 
which all this corn has been raised, for 
its circumference is only 24,000 miles, 
perhaps a little less. To simplify tho 
calculation wo will assumo tho distance 
to be just that, If a lot of meu were 
set to work ranging tho baskets in a 
row at tbo equator, where the earth's 
circumference is greatest, they would 
find, after they had so ranged 84,480,- 
000 of the baskets, ..that they had mado 
a complete circuit of tho globo. 
Then 


if they went on with the work, they 
oould repeat this circuit 20 times, mak- 
iug 27 circles of bushels of corn in all, 
and still have enough surplus baskets 
to reach 19,013 miles ou the twenty- 
eighth circuit. As each row of baskets 
would be 18 inches wide, tho total 
width of the beltof bushels thus created 
would extend over 480 inches or 40)^ 
feet, whoro there were only 27 rows. 
Aloug the 19,013 miles, whoro there 
would be 28 rows, tho bolt would be 42 
feet wide. It will readily occur to tho 
ingenious lover of figures that still other 
calculations might bo mado by which 
the magnitude of this euormous corn 
crop could bo brought homo to the mind 
of the reader. Thoy need not bo entered 
into here, though if any reader is do- 
sirous of exorcising himself in this 
direction, tho writer would suggest that 
a bushel of com bo shelled by hand, the 
time required noted and the number of 
centuries it would takeouoruan to shell 
this crop unaided by machinery. 
With- 


out having entered into tho matter at 
all it seems quite likely to the writer 
that before the luckless individual who 
had undertaken this task had finished 
it, ho would be of an aga compared 
with which that of Methuselah would 
be youthful ia tho extreme. 


There are a number of other relations 


in which to consider this crop which 
require less tedious calculations. For 
instance, if the farmers receive on an 
average, either for tho corn or the pork 
or beef into which it is transformed, 
cash amounting to 80 cents a bushel, 
the total amount of money to bo turned 
over to them for this crop will yield tho 
enormous sum of $705,000,000—that is, 
about $10 for each indivielnal in the 
United States, reckoning tho population 


of much consequence iu tho financial 
world. 


But tho meaning of this crop to the 


wage oanu.-r.-i of the country is far more 
interesting. It is assumed that 70 per 
COllt, or$l!20,000,000, of the $470,000,- 
000 used m moving tho corn will be 
swallowed up m the actual coat of trans- 
portation. Reduced to tlio last analysis, 
most of this euoimous bum will Jjo paid 
iu wages to truiuhauds, locomotive en- 
gineers, trackmen, switchmen, section 
bosses, aud so on. A largo sum will 
also go for new cars, but most of tho 
cost of cars even is finally paid out iu 
wages, and the same is true of tho other 
large sum which will be paid out for 
coal to make steam to run tho engmes. 


In other words, the great corn crop of 


1895 moans more work ana better 
w ages to lumbormeu, who cue the trees 
aud saw them up into boards and timbers 
for cars; for meu of all trades, including 
carpenters, painters, foundrymen, etc., 
who are employed in building cars, to 
miners of iron and miners of coal, to 
meu who cut and get out ties to keep 
the railroad tiacks in order and to many 
other sorts of workmen, not counting 
those who make clothes aud shoes mid 
hats aud furnish food and other neces- 
"avies and comforts of lil'o to the han- 
dlurs or theciup. Iu oiiurt, a great com 
crop means increased prosperity for al- 
most every one of tho inhabitants of 
that part of tho United States located 
far enough north to be either in tho 
corn producing bolt or the territory 
through which run the railroads over 
which tho abnndaut stream of golden 
kernels is transported from the west to 
tho east. 


It would bo difficult indeed to esti- 


mate tho enormous benefit ono such 
good crop confers upon the inhabitants 
of the United States. 
It means school- 


ing for mauy a farmer's studious sou 
and daughter, eager to improve a bright 
intelligence, but unable to do so unless 
there is money coming iu, in compara-

at 70,000,000. If there are five persons 
in each family, the sum received for the 
corn would amount to $50 a family. 
Quito two-thirds as much money, or 
abont 20 cents a bushel, will bo spent 
for moving tho crop from tho farmer to 
tho market. This Will amount to $470,- 
000,000, of which porhaps 30 per cent, 
or $141,000,000, will benotprofit. This 
Vast sum would bo equal to a 5 per cent 
dividend ouacapital of $2.820,000,000. 
As a matter of fact, however, it cannot 
oe treated as net profit by many of tho 
•toads, but will havo to bo used in many 
jascs to offset losses sustained during 


tho depression with which the country 
has boon cursed during the last two or 
three years. Of cotirso tho corn crop 
earnings will largely help to lift sorao 
roads out of a condition closely ap- 
proaching bankruptcy, and it will un- 
doubtedly enable such thoroughfares of 
commerce as have successfully with- 
stood tho storm of hard times to add 
materially to their cash surplus and di- 
vidend paying ability. This means trips 
to Europe and seashore cottages for 
some ir.ortorato stockholders aud steam 
yachts aud marble palaces for some big 
ones. It also moans salvation from utter

tive abundance, for the crop which has 
been mado during the summer. 
It 


means comfortable clothing for thou- 
sands aud thousands who would other- 
wise go about shabbily clad. It means 
other comforts for other thousands and 
luxuries aud tho social amenities for 
many. Iu fact, it means an enormous 
forward step for the whole country 
and is therefore one of the things for 
which the entire nation should be de- 
voutly thankful. 


Already tho beneficent influence of 


this great growth of corn has begun to 
bo felt by all concerned. True, its 
marketing has not yet begun, for it is 
yet some weeks before it .will be har- 
vested, but it is easy for the farmer to 
get credit of all sorts when tbo dealers 
know that by and by ho will have 
mouoy in comparative plenty, and so, 
by tho process of discounting good for- 
tune in advance for which Americans 
are noted, tho farmer has already begun 
to buy the things he needs. 


In order to bo prepared to haul the 


crop wheu it is ready for transportation 
the railroad managers havo begun to 
order cars and to put thoir roadbeds in 
better order. Warehouses and elevators 
aro being put in shape, and as the farm 
ers will by and by be buying largely of 
manufactured goods with tho mono; 
they receive for tho corn, factories am 
mills of various sorts aro piling np 
stocks of merchandise which will be 
moved west in return for tho corn and 
tho pork aud beef to be moved east 
Wheels aro now turning in mauy manu 
facturiug ceuters that would be idle 
were it uot for this coru crop. Workmen 
are drawing wages who would other 
wise be wondering whether times wouli 
over improve again or not. Commercia 
travelers aro starting out ou their fal 
trips with brighter hopes for quick sa; 
and good commissions than they hav 
had for two or three years. Bnsiues 
men are getting ready to advertise a 
soon as tho fall season of buying shal 
begin. In short, the lifeblood of pros 
perity, which has been quickened anc 
oxygeuiKed by the phenomenal yielel o 
com, is beginning to pulsate everywhere 


Ouo feature which always attends th 


harvesting aud transportation of a grea 
crop is apt to escapo tho general ob 
server, aud that is that, while tho pros 
perity of the farmer in such cases do 
ponds upon the price of the corn, th 
prosperity of those who rnovo and ban 
ille it is about tho same whether th 
market is high or low. This is because 
legardlessof the price at which tho cor 
ts sold, the railroads charge a virtual! 
uniform rate for transportation. Inter 
ssting just hero may bo tho prices a 
which corn has boeu hold for the pas 
four years on Dec. 1, by which time th 
new crop is well iu course of delivery 
In 1891 cash corn in New York wa 
worth 75 cents on that date; in 1892, 51 
cents; in 1893, 45% ceuts; iu 1894, 68 
cents.

Ou tho one 
side is the figure of au recently emanci- 
pated negro, with his crude plow aud 
his cabin of one room, while on the oth- 
er aro shown the face find figure of 
Frederick Douglass, a fiuo modern rosi- 
deaco aud other suggestions as to what 
progress has been mado under freedom. 
To the credit of the negroes it should 
also be stated that, iu addition to doing 
all tho work of construction upon this 
building, they have helped to build 
both tho Govorumeut aud Transporta- 
tion buildings, aud it is stated by ouo 
of tlio commissioners that quite one- 
third of the labor, both skilled and un- 
skilled, employed in constructing tho 
Atlanta exposition buildings has been 
furnished by colored men. 


Thoso who from time to time havo 


taken note of the applications for space 
in the Negro building assert that the 
nature of its contents will furnish some 
of tho most genuine surprises of tho en- 
tire exposition. It has 'been Professor 
Penn's aim to bring out those things

Father Zahm's degree of doctor was 


lately conferred upon him by tho pope, 
proprio rnotu, and it ia an interesting 
fact that tho only other scientist upon 
whom this honor has been conferred 
from the Vatican is St. George Mivart, 
whoso excursion into forbidden fields of 
bolief and its sequel of reprimand aud 
recantation are well remembered. It is 
asked by not a few whether such a fate 
is not iu storo for Dr. Zahm. 


Dr. Zahrn was born of German and 


Irish parentage at Now Lexington, O., 
in 1841. In 1871 ho was graduated at 
tho Notro Damo university and soon 
afterward outorod tlio Congregation of 
tho Holy Cross, which WHS founded at 
Metro Damo 50 years ago by tho cele- 
brated Father Soriu. For a quarter of a 
century Dr. Zahm has boon professor of 
physics in tho faculty of his itlmn mator. 
During that timo ho has traveled wide- 
ly and has contributed largely to scien- 
tific and religions periodicals. He was 
tho fiist American to bo elected a mem- 
ber of the Socicte Fraucaiso do Phy- 
sique.

THE COLD SPRING HARBOR BATTLE- 


FIELD AS IT IS TODAY. 


Mi. J. H. Beadle's ItamhUs In Virginia. 


Awful Experiences Uuriug the Battle 
Whore Blood Flonetl In Rivers—Scene 
of the Worst Blunder of the War. 


[Special Correspondence.! 


COLDBURBOB, Va., Aug. 19.—It was, 


intho local dialect, "hotonougli toroast 
a nigger" ou the afternoon I left the high 
open country near tho Mattapony and 
plunged into the wilderness that borders 
the North Anna. In the piny woods 
thoii1 \va> not a breath of air, and vege- 
tation seemed to give off a bour smell, 
all Ljrti, of flying insects niado it inter- 
t'bimg for me, and when I sat down on 
a log tlio chigoes got in their work BO 
tflwtually that on stripping that night 
I found my ankles a heartrending sight. 
In the heavily timbered lowlands I found 
all sorts, of queer creatures, which I but 
dimly remember as commou on the 
W.ibash sloughs in my boyhood, such as 
tho snake feeder or mosquito hawk, the 
devil's darning needle and all those red- 
hot little gnats that breed from oak 
balls and such. But why continue? Why 
lacerate the publio bosom with details 
of iutolerable 
itching and feverish 


scratching; of alternating hummock and 
pmo flat; of industrious hogs who root 
lor a living and have noses for their 
business; of lop eared hounds, from two 
to ten at a house, who rush out with 
murderous howl as if they would eat 
me, but retire from an. opened umbrella, 
i .f the long, lank, lean, leathery looking 
nieii aud tho half barren land, scarred 
and marred rather than improved by 
their shiftless hand. 


Mighty Healthy. 


One thing, however, I will add, as it 


has been a great surprise to me. I have 
not yet seen a- snake in the state. Of 
course there are snakes here, bnt they 
must be rare, for I have rambled for 
weeks in scrubby timber and through 
wild lands which ont our way would be 
a icptiliaa paradise. The rock in this 
section is mistratified, so there are no 
ledges and crevices for snake harbors, 
and the people tell me all this North 
Anna valley was once cleared and cul- 
tivated, so I suppose the snakes wore 
then exterminated. Another thing worth 
noting is that after one gets below Han- 
over he hears no more that "this is a 
mighty healthy country," as he hears 
1,0 often in Spottsylvauia county. All 
along the Chickahomiuy the people ad- 
mit that the air is bad, and I was 
amused, but not at allsnrprised, to find 
more than one mail who was rather 
anxious, to move west and to hear my 
host tell how he "warn't real well at 
this season," how "his vittles sort o1 


disagreed with him," how hohad "sour 
risin's on his stomach," and it often 
seemed as if he "just couldn't get up in 
the morning, his logs ached so," and 
when he lifted real hard he "felt like 
an iron bar was run into the small of 
his back." 


Chief Justice James B. McEean of 


Utah, who was an officer in tho Bo mis 
Heights (N. Y.) regiment, told me that 
in the unaccountable delay of a mouth 
which McClellan made after the battle 
of Fair Oaks his brigade lost men by 
sickness about as rapidly as it Wonld 
ordinarily lose in an active campaign of 
fighting. The judge himself came out 
of the army on his back, and when sent 
to LTtah in 1870 was still a sufferer from 
Chickahomiuy malaria. From the North 
Anna crossing it is now difficult to get 
a clear general view of the region trav- 
ersed by either Grant or McClellan, as, 
in the case of the latter particularly, 
following the lines would involves con- 
tinuous seesaw across the stream near- 
est Richmond. It will be remembered 
that Grant moved east from Spottsyl- 
vauia Court House and Lee south by the 
telegraph' road across the North Anna 
aud tliei) down its right bank to con- 
front the Federals, aud so they came 
together near the crossing of the Rich- 
mond and Fredericksbnrg railroad. Anc 
this resulted in oue of the oddest situa- 
tions of the war. 


Lee and Grant. 


Lee formed his lines with the river in 


hia front just as he had twice done on 
the Rappahannock, bat Warren succeed- 
ed in crossing the Federal right at Jeri- 
cho ford, compelling Lee to "refuse his 
left," and • Hancock fought his way 
across on tha other wing, compelling 
Lee in lika manner to "refuse his 
right." A{ 'the same time his center 
held the river firmly at a point where 
the crossing is -extremely difficult on ac 
count of precipitous banks. Tims it cami 
about that Lee's lined were like the two 
sides of a square with the corner flrmlj 
planted ott the river, and Grant, whili 
leaping aronud him in an irregular 
semicircle, could not transfer his men 
from one wing to the other withou 
twice crossing tho river aud at point 
where the crossing was extremely diffi 
cult. Lee at the same time could no 
with safety withdraw his center. In thi 
long run, of course, this was to tho ad 
vautage of the party fighting on the de 
feusive, so Grant withdrew his force 
to tho north side and repeated his oli 
performance of marching off by tho lef 
aud finding a crossing lower down. 


I walked straight south across th< 


farms and woods to the Chickahominy 
thinking I might follow directly down 
that steam through all its windings, bn 
three hours of most exhausting toil con 
vinced me that such a performanc 
would take a mouth and require rnbbe 
boots to tho hips. Tho CJiickahomin, 
f>eems to me one of a type of rivers com 
moii iii the southwest—a body of wate 
slowly transforming itself by uatura 
processes from a long swamp to a regu 
lar stream with hard aud well define 
banks. The Chickahominy is a woudcr 
ful natural defense, a great wet diteh a 
just exactly tho right distance froi 
Richmond.

Into this the re- 
pulsed Federals sprang for safety, but a 
ioncentrated fire was poured upon it, 
and in less than 12 minutes every man 
was shredded with bullets, and out o) 
ihis pit a rivulet of lifeblood flowed 
into the swamp. Just over a little rise 
west of that place the surviving Fed- 
erals threw down their arm?, fell flat 
and crawled into the Confederate lines. 
Seven Irishmen of McMahou's New 
York regiment crouched behind a bif 
pine tree, where the last volley laic 
them dead in a heap. 


As I stand here this peaceful summer 


day it is very hard to realize that only 
31 years ago the place was the scene oi 
such awful havoo. All tho ground has 
been scratched over by negroes, who 
liave carried away many tons of ammu- 
nition, and except in a few places where 
the timber remains unbroken the in- 
trenchrnents have long since been plow- 
ed down. Half a mile north of this 
bloodiest part of the field runs the White 
House wagon load, and just north of i 
is the Cold Harbor cemetery. All arounc 
are well tilled fields and pretty groves 
and as I take in the view at one quick 
glance it is hard to believe that this at 
tractive glade was the scene of tho worsi 
blunder of the campaign and the bloodi 
est repulse ever known on tho western 
continent.

Draft or Coach Horse, Which? 


The carnage hoiso is a puie luxury, 
ie draft hori>c an everyday necessity. 
'Jo such fancy prices can ever be obtain- 
d for draft horses for work as for fine 
oaohers or fast and handsome roadsters, 
n the possibility of producing a world 
eating trotter or u sensational carriage 
earn the breeder often enjoys a thrill of 
opeful excitement whicht finds no par- 
llel among the more matter of fact 
Iraft horse breeders. Bnt ou the other 
land the breeder of draft horses has sev- 
ral compensating advantages. For in- 
tance, lie has fewer misfits, his colts 
Yill stand rougher treatment, and if 
bey should get injured by barb wire or 
thorwise the depreciation in valu<i 
hereby is very slight. 


In addition to this tho finer bred colts 


lemand a certain amount of breaking, 
laudling, training and fitting, for which 
he average farmer lias neither the abil- 
ty nor the time. While, Uiorefoie, I ad- 
mit tho possibility of an intelligent 
n-eedei getting much higher pi ices iu- 
jvidually for fine roadsters and coach- 
rs than he call hope to obtain for draft 
icrses, I believe that tho average farmer, 
ituated as he is>, will more generally 
tad it to his best interests to stay by tho 
iraf t horse, and if he raises half a dozen 
iraf t colts in a season they will net him 
at maturity more money in the aggre- 
gate than the same number of roadster 
iolts. In thus stating my opinion, ho\v- 
iver, I wish it to be distinctly under- 
tood that I am a sincere believer in and 
admirer of coach horses, and given the 
noper material and the necessary knowl- 
sdge and ability for their production and 
landliug there is no other breeding iu- 
lustry in tho world that offeis such 
laudsome returns, present and prospcc- 
;ive, as the produstion of coach horses 
)f quality and action.—Alexander Qal- 
waitb. 


To Drench Hogs. 


Animals that are very sick and that 


•will not coino to the feed should be 
drenched with the medicine shaken up 
with water." Great caie should be exer- 
cised in drenching hogs or they will be 
suffocated. Do not tum the hog on its 
back to drench it, but pull tho cheek 
iway from tho teeth, so as to form a 
xiuch, into which the medicine may be 
slowly poured. It will flow from the 
cheek into the month, and when the hog 
inds out what it is, it will stop squeal- 
.ug and swallow. Ill our experiments 
logs which were so sick that they would 
eat nothing have commenced to eat very 
Soon after getting a doso of tho remedy 
and have steadily improved until they 
appeared perfectly well.—Exchange.

GAME LAWS. 


Indian* Have the night to Hunt on 


Unoccupied Lands. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—It has been 


definitely decided by the Indian bureau 
that no attention will be paid to the 
game laws of Wyoming where they 
come into conflict with the treaty of the 
United States with the Bannoefe and 
Shoshone Indians. The attorney gen- 
eral, after considering the matter, has 
informed the secretary of the interior 
aud the commissioner of Indian affairs 
that the righto of the Indians to hunt 
on unoccupied lands, in his opinion, are 
ucqucstionable, and that he considers 
that the state of Wyoming has DO 
pswer to limit or abridge this right. 
No definite steps to enforce this de- 
termination have been decided upon, 
further than that the instructions to 
the United States district attorneys 
to 
secure the 
release of Indians 


now in cuctodf on writs of habeas 
corpus probably will he supplemented 
by an ordei to do the same thing in 
c we any arrest is nidde in tho future. 
The bureau will discourage hunting by 
the Indians ab far as possible and at 
present no passes will be issued per- 
mitting the bravcfc to leave the reserva- 
tion. It is probable that a small num- 
ber of soldiers will be kept in the 
Jackson Hole country during the re- 
mainder of the hunting seiwon, arid if 
it should be'deemed advisable at any 
time top jrant the Indians to leave
